AND: WAGES 


W!'H the recent settlement of the building operatives’ wage claim this 

winter’s industrial sparring in the construction industries has ended 
in more red faces than bloody noses. On the face of it industrial peace is 
assured for the next few months but the new agreements raise a number of 
problems which both the builders and civil engineering contractors will have 
to face in the near future. 

Building and civil engineering rates have nearly always followed the 
same pattern in the past and to say that the builders were surprised when 
the contractors decided to go it alone is to put it mildly. It is true that 
the builders’ leaders have now stated that at no time had there been closer 
liaison between the builders and the contractors but there seems little doubt 
that the contractors intentions, revealed at short notice, took the builders 
by surprise. 

The contractors had, of course, every right to make their own agreement 
because the liaison committee is not a joint negotiating body and, in any 
case, there are differing circumstances and conditions in civil engineering 
contracting. For example, when considering their decision to reduce winter 
working hours, one has to remember that while many building sites can 
operate under artificial lighting the same does not apply to civil engineering. 

It was inevitable that the contractors’ decisions should influence the 
builders’ negotiations as indeed happened. During these negotiations the 
operatives pointed out that to have different wage rates on building and civil 
engineering work among men who were interchangeable would not only result 
in considerable difficulties but could strain and damage the good industrial 
relations which existed between the building employers and the unions, and 
in this the employers acquiesced. One might poise the question, however, 
whether in fact many labourers would have been lost by the builders to the 
contractors if the builders had not also awarded another 14d. Many builders’ 
labourers would certainly not tolerate the conditions which have of necessity 
to be met on many civil engineering contracts. Nevertheless, these two 
different agreements may yet cause difficulties, for example, on working hours 
and overtime rates. ot 

It is said in some quarters that the contractors have wrested the initiative 
in wage negotiations away from the builders. Whether or not one accepts 
this interpretation of recent events the builders have been put in a position 
where they will have to make greater efforts to increase productivity. This 
has been quickly acknowledged by the President of the N.F.B.T.E., -who 
addressing the Council of the L.M.B.A., last week, said that this latest increase 
in labour costs of something under four per cent. must be absorbed by increased 
productivity. If we as a nation were unable to offset the increased earnings 
by increased productivity, then we had nothing else to look forward to other 
than progressive inflation. It was the duty of every builder in the country 
to examine constantly his organisation and his methods of working :so that 
as an industry they could keep inflation at bay. And he told them :not to 
accept this wage settlement in any way other than as a challenge, a aaiaaee 
to keep their costs steady. 

When announcing the civil engineering settlement the Chairman of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors made a similar point saying 
that the increase in wage costs resulting from the settlement could, over a 
period of time, be largely absorbed by further increases in productivity. He 
also said that their offer had been made possible by increased productivity 
resulting from high mechanisation and new techniques, which the civil 
engineering unions had always encouraged. 

On matters of mechanisation, if not new techniques, many builders, -we 
feel, have something to learn from the contractors. But in addition to raising 
productivity both sides will in the next few months have to make up their 
minds whether they intend to go it alone on wages and hours or to™act 
jointly. The trade unions last year at their April conference came out clearly 
in favour of a single agreement and uniformity of conditions. Certainly one 
construction industry would be welcomed by.«many but -admittedly there 
are difficulties. Nevertheless, things can hardly be left as they are.

OF prime importance in the design 

of new headquarters and show- 
rooms for a wallpaper and fabric manu- 
facturer must be the provision of a 
high degree of natural lighting—not an 
easy problem when the building is sited 
in a congested part 
of Central London. 


On the new £lm. 


block for Arthur 
Sanderson and Sons, 
Ltd, at  Berners 


Street, London, W.1, 
where work has been 
in progress for the 
past three years, the 
difficulty has been 
solved by planning 
the building around a 
central garden court- 
yard. This courtyard 
is more than just a 
feature of the scheme, 
it is the whole basis 
of the design. 


The building con- 
sists of a main block 
for the full length of 
the Berners Street 
frontage and of the 
maximum height per- 
mitted by the town 
planning authority, 
and a tower block 
rising above to a 
height of 1l00ft. at 
right angles, deter- 
mined in_ position 
by lighting angles 
from the north, south 
and west. From 
these two main ele- 
ments and a northern 
wing lower than the 
main block evolved 
the basis of a court 
plan which, when 
completed by a link- 
ing circulation block, 
produced a courtyard which became the 
core of the design. 


Taking up much of the ground-floor 
area, the courtyard has a. width of 86ft. 
by a depth of 90ft. from Berners Street. 
Vehicular access from Berners Street 
passes under the main block and into the 
courtyard proper, with a lay-by area for 
setting down passengers at the main 
entrance, and a roadway around the peri- 
meter completes the circuit out to the 
street. Cars going to the basement park 
turn off left to the ramp down; those leav- 
ing the park rejoin the out circuit from 
the ramp up on the right. The court 
receives an abundance of daylight and its 
central part within the circulating roadway 
has been designed as an architectural 
garden with beech trees, mosaics, fountain 
and large rock slabs. 


Curtain Walling 


The building is essentially a curtain wall 
Structure—an envelope with free-standing 
columns. Consideration of interior day- 
lighting led to the adoption of a standard 
45ft. wide building block which, with 
cross lighting from glazed perimeters, 
provides adequate intensity over the hole 
width of floors. 


It. was important for detail planning 
feasons that the showrooms should be 
restricted by no more structural columns 
than could reasonably be devised, and to 
comply with these conditions the architects 
adopted a structural system, comprising a 
reinforced concrete frame with a plan 
module of 27ft. square. This provided for 
each 45ft. wide block to be constructed 
on two rows of columns 27ft. apart, the 
remaining 9ft. wide margin on the outer 


perimeter being cantilevered from the main 
structural core. 

The unit of 27ft. was reduced to sub- 
dimensions of 9ft. and 4ft. 6in., which 
became the 
detailing.

the planning fluidity of the building, par- 
ticularly in the showroom sections. <A 
solution to this problem was found in 
locating all vertical runs on the perimeter 
enclosure of the building with horizontal 
distribution at each floor and ceiling level. 


COURT 


The basis of the design of the glass and 
metal enclosure. of the building above 
ground floor is a series of hollow 
aluminium shafts or mullions which con- 
tain air-conditioning ducts, heating and hot 
water pipes, sprinkler pipes, and so on. 
These services originate at the respective 
plant rooms in the sub-basement, rising 
in shafts to a distribution level under 
first floor, from where they split into 
vertical mullions spaced out on the 
4ft. 6in. module continuously around the 
building. 

Aluminium, selected for its lightness and 
freedom from corrosion, has been used in 
conjunction with glass for the cladding of 
the building above ground floor. The 
glazing between mullions is in anodised 
aluminium frames, sliding vertically for 
cleaning and for ventilation. The panels 
below sill level at each floor are of fired 
glass, light grey at upper levels where they 
are absorbed into the general pattern of 
yoid and turquoise blue at the first floor. 

Those parts where a high intensity of 
daylighting is not required are enclosed 
by the more orthodox solid wall system, 
the facings of which are of brick, Portland 
stone and blue glazed faience. 

As the Berners Street facade of the 
building is the same height as other build- 
ings in the street, it is designed to be 
effective in the oblique view. The 
plane is set a few inches behind the face 
of the vertical mullions, far enough to 
obscure all horizontals from all but a close- 
up view. The main entrance is accentuated 
by a canopy carried back into the building 
and the panels between mullions over the 
canopy are set back some inches behind 
the remainder, the deeper mullions provid- 
ing an accent in the pattern of verticals 
drawn across the facade. 


Basement Floors 


Stock room and heating and ventilating 
plant are housed in a sub-basement floor. 
The stock room occupies the northern half 
of this floor and carries stock to supply 
the wholesale and retail showrooms and 
the trade counter. There are two goods 
lifts and a vertical conveyor for made-up 
parcels to both trade counter at ground 
floor and retail counter at first floor. 

The heating and ventilating plant is in 
the southern half of the sub-basement 
floor and contains three large’ oil-fired 





The marble-faced retail counter on the first floor 
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boilers and ancillary plant, providing heat- 
ing water to convectors and radiators 
throughout and also heat to the air- 
conditioning plant adjacent. 

The air-conditioning plant deals with 
the showrooms and public parts of the 
building only. Air is drawn in from an 
external intake, and after passing through 
electro-static dust filters is warmed and 
distributed by ducts to the various 
sections of the building. The introduction 
of special dust filtration is to ensure a 
supply of clean air to the showrooms so 
that fabrics and wall- 
papers on display will 
not lose their fresh- 
ness of colour. 


The basement floor 
is given over almost 
entirely to the park- 
parking of 70 cars. 
Co-ordination be- 
tween the garage and 
the remainder of the 
building is by a venti- 
lated lobby, giving 
access to the central 
lifts which serve all 
floors. 

Ventilation of the 
garage is by an extract 
system, by which 
petrol and oil fumes 
are discharged at the 
top of the tower 
block, 120ft. above 
floor level. 


Two electrical 
transformer rooms, 
telephone equipment 
and electrical switch 
rooms are also located 
at basement level. 


Ground Floor 


By virtue of the 
structural system of 
the building, whereby 
main columns are set 
in 9ft, from all build- 
ing faces, it has been 
possible to set in the 
actual line of build- 
ing at ground level 
along Berners Street 
to provide a pavement much wider than the 
normal public footpath. The main entrance 
is situated directly axial with the tower 
block, taking up the southern side of the 
courtyard. 


The columns on each side of the 
entrance, finished in polished black Kelly- 
mount marble, are two of the line of eight 
which carry the superstructure over. 
Externally the paving is of Roman stone 
and an armour plate-glass lobby is planned 
to prevent drafts, aided by a curtain of 
warm conditioned air. 

The lift enclosure wall to the right of 


The nine-storey 
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the lobby is treated with random marble 
mosaic. Paving of the entrance hall is 
Derbydene marble, and facing to the wall 
enclosing the main lifts is of Piastraccia 
marble. The remaining walls have 
panelling in grey Oriental Ash veneer. A 
wide staircase constructed of hardwood 
leads to the main showroom at first-floor 
level. 

A feature of the entrance area is a 
stained glass mural, 32ft. wide by 2lft. 
high, designed by John Piper and executed 
by Patrick Reyntiens. It is believed to be

the largest exaniple of secular stained glass 
in this country. 


Main Showrooms 


The main showrooms for wallpapers and 
fabrics occupy almost the whole of both 
floors and have a combined floor area of 
27,000 sq. ft. Although for all functional 
purposes the showrooms are on two floors 
they are treated architecturally as com- 
bined in one high compartment. This is 
noticeable on the external perimeter where 
the second floor is kept back some distance 
within the enclosing glass. This two-storey

The showroom floor is of American 
oak, while the woodwork, of architectural 
joinery, consists of Aforimosa hardwood 
stained and polished dark grey, with 
panels of Japanese Sen, stained and 
polished pearl grey. The main structural 
columns, where showing one storey, are 
cased with polished black Kellymount 
marble, while the longer and more slender 
columns and lift shaft enclosures are of 
white Piastraccia marble. Painted surfaces 
have been limited to a range of colour 
between white and dark grey. 

An ancillary wallpaper showroom of 
5,800 sq. ft. is provided on the third floor, 
together with showroom manager’s office, 
sales office, etc. The fourth and fifth 
floors are devoted to offices, and the sixth 
floor contains a kitchen and staff dining 
room. Studios and design rooms are 
located at seventh- and eighth-floor levels 
in the tower block. 

In addition to the four principal stair- 
cases, vertical circulation is by seven 
passenger and two goods lifts. 

The many island display fittings sup- 
ported between floor and suspended ceil- 
ing in the showroom areas called for an 
immense number of light fittings and 
lighting points. These, together with the 
regular grid of sprinkler heads, are pro- 
vided behind a demountable tile ceiling, 
drilled for fixing points into rigid sockets 
above. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The architects for the Sanderson build- 
ing are Slater and Uren, with W. A. 
Mitchell, M.I.S.E., acting as_ structural 
engineer. Selby and Sanders are the 
quantity surveyors. 

Beverly Pick is the interior design 
adviser, and Philip Hicks the landscape 
and horticultural adviser. 

The general contract, covering excava- 
tion, shoring, piling and foundations, 
superstructure, plumbing and special fit- 
ments for the showrooms, was negotiated 
with Holloway Bros. (London), Ltd. The 
contract, for a term of three years, was 
signed on May 1, 1957. 


LONDON TRAFFIC MANAGEMENT 
UNIT ESTABLISHED 


As part of his plan for tackling the 
London traffic problem the Minister of 
Transport, Mr. Ernest Marples, has decided 
to establish in the Ministry of Transport 
a new London Traffic Management Unit 
and has appointed Dr. G. Charlesworth, 
Ph.D., F.Inst.P., as its head. Dr. Charles- 
worth, who has specialised in road traffic 
problems for a number of years, is being 
seconded to the Ministry from the Road 
Research Laboratory. ; 

The task of the new unit will be, in 
consultation with the local authorities con- 
cerned and the Metropolitan Police, to 
work out and arrange for the execution 
of plans for securing the maximum ‘use of 
London’s streets as traffic arteries by the 
application of modern traffic engineering 
techniques. 
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A.3 FLYUNDER INCORPORATES EXPERIMENTAL” - 
SUB-SURFACE HEATING 


ELIEF for one of the worst traffic- 
congested spots in south-west 
London has been effected by the con- 
struction of the Hook Road Underpass, 
on the London-Portsmouth Trunk 
Road, A.3, which was opened recently 
by Lord Chesham, Joint Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport. 


Carrying the Kingston By-pass under 
the Surbiton-Leatherhead Road, A.243 
(Hook Road), the underpass is designed 
to take 6,000 vehicles an hour with ease. 

At ground level the Hook Road junction 
now takes the form of a large elliptical 
roundabout. Two prestressed concrete 
road bridges are connected by four slip 
roads to the trunk road, which runs under 
the roundabout through a cutting between 
25ft. high retaining walls. A steel pedes- 
trian bridge goes over the by-pass east 
of the junction. 

The total cost of the scheme, including 
an extension of the dual carriageway sys- 
tem from the underpass to the junction 
between the by-pass and Woodstock Lane, 
a distance of about 800yd., is £400,000. 
This figure includes about £80,000 in- 
volved in the diversion of services and 
£10,000 in respect of a scheme for the 
heating of the trunk road carriageways 
through the underpass. 

On the London side of the junction 
the existing dual 30ft. carriageways narrow 
to 24ft. through the underpass and 22ft. 
slip roads, one on each side, connect with 
the Hook Road roundabout. 

The greater part of the work of diverting 
the mains was carried out during a period 
of six months in advance of the main con- 
tract, which was let to William Old, Ltd., 
North Harrow, and was commenced in 
September, 1958. 

The dimensions of the site and the 
existence of important frontage properties 
imposed severe restrictions not only on 
the layout of the scheme but also on the 
actual work of construction, which was 
further complicated by the necessity to 
keep flowing the very heavy volume of 
traffic on the by-pass and the Hook Road 
throughout the period of construction. 

Walls forming the sides of the under- 
pass were constructed in deep trenches 


while the trunk road traffic was main- 
tained on the existing. carriageway in the 
centre. As soon as these walls were com- 
pleted and the four slip road carriageways 
constructed, traffic was diverted from the 
centre to the slip roads on each side of 
the underpass thus enabling the bridge 


The roundabout 


works and the excavation between the 
underpass walls to be carried out. 

The clay sub-soil on which the structure 
is founded contains sulphates in sufficient 
quantities to be harmful to ordinary con- 
crete, and as a precaution special sulphate- 
resisting cement was used in the walls and 
bridge foundations. 


At the top of the concrete retaining 
walls, the heavy precast coping blocks are 
keyed together and to the wall to provide 
the maximum safety to traffic on the slip 
roads. The blocks are surmounted ‘with 


vertical square-bar steel railings, 
Prestressed concrete beams were used 





above the A.3 


in the construction of the bridge decks, 
and special areas of the decks outside that 
required for traffic now carry mains and 
cables. The footbridge is of welded-steel 
construction. 

Lighting in the underpass is auto- 
matically switched on by a device incor-

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MINISTRY OF WORKS CONTRACTS: 
M.P.s DISCUSS TENDERING PROCEDURE 


Te Ministry of Works’s system of 

inviting tenders for Departmental 
contracts was the subject of a number 
of questions in the Commons last week. 

Mr. Spriggs inquired if the Minister 
would undertake to adopt free and open 
competitive tendering for all his Depart- 
ment’s contracts, and the widest possible 
use of the usual channels for the securing 
of maximum public advertisement. 

Replying, the Parliamentary Secretary, 
Mr. Harmar Nicholls, said that it was his 
Department's policy to place contracts for 
construction work after competitive ten- 
dering, but the Minister did not consider 
that advertising for an unlimited number 
of tenders was a satisfactory system. 

The system of inviting tenders from a 
selected list of approved firms was the one 
recommended by several independent com- 
mittees since 1944, and was commended 
only a few months ago in the Code of 
Procedure for Selective Tendering, pub- 
lished by the Joint Committee of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders. 

Mr. Spriggs: Is the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary aware that if he does not give firms an 
opportunity to show what they can do his 
Department will never be in a position to 
know whether these firms are fit to do the 
work? 

Mr. Nicholls: I can assure the hon. 
Member that any firm can get on to the 
Ministry’s list of approved firms. If he 
has a firm in mind which he thinks ought 
to be on the list I shall be delighted to 
look into the matter. 

Mrs. Castle: Will the Parliamentary Sec- 
retary remind the Minister that this prob- 
lem has arisen in connection with the 
provision of facilities in the Palace of West- 
minster? Is he aware that the Stokes 
Committee commented adversely on the 
fact that certain urgently needed improve- 
ments to the library were not carried out 
because of the high level of Ministry of 
Works estimates and that the Committee 


out for competitive tendering? Could the 
hon, Gentleman ask the Minister why this 
has not been done? 

Mr. Nicholls: The hon. Lady has added 
to the point that I was making. One has 
to be certain that firms which are invited 
to tender are capable of doing the work. 
As far as this Royal Palace is concerned 
one would invite only people who had the 
facilities, the ability and the knowledge 
necessary to get the work done. As I have 
said in reply to the main Question, it is 
possible for any firm which has the facilities 
and which can show that it can do the work 
to be put on the Ministry’s list to be 
invited to tender. 

Mr. Spriggs then asked how many firms 
or companies received invitations to ten- 
der for Departmental contracts; and why 
the Ministry refused tenders, or did not 
allow interested firms to tender, in view of 
the specialised knowledge of some of these 
firms. 

The Parliamentary Secretary replied that 
four to eight contractors were normally 
invited to tender for works contracts 
according to the size of the job, selected 
from the Department’s list of approved 
firms. These arrangements were satisfac- 
tory to the industry generally, he said. 

Mr. Spriggs: Is not the Minister’s policy 
perhaps in danger of creating a monopoly 
or a price ring of some kind? 

Mr. Nicholls: I think that if there were 
any difficulty about any firm getting on the 
approved list there would be that danger 
to both the public and the building indus- 
try. Tendering is best covered by firms 
being asked to tender for work which it 
is known they are capable of doing. 


Missile Warning Station

porating the photo-electric cell principle. 
There are sodium lanterns on reinforced 
concrete columns. Some of these are 
built into the retaining walls, and in the 
deeper parts of the underpass flush wall- 
lighting fittings have been installed. A 
duplicate electricity supply system is avail- 
able in case of a power failure. 

As an additional safety measure, a 
barrier of flexible steel beams has been 
installed along the whole length of the 
central reservation through the underpass. 

Construction of the underpass has taken 
just over 17 months. The whole of the 
design work and the supervision of con- 
struction of the works was carried out by 
the county engineer, Mr. D. S. Samuel, 
and his staff, in collaboration with the 
divisional road engineer, Mr. C. E. 
Hollinghurst. 


Heating Experiment 


As an experiment, and in conjunction 
with the Road Research Laboratory, the 
carriageways of the underpass are heated 
by heating cables laid just below the 
surface. This heating system is thermo- 
statically controlled and operates only 
when the temperature and humidity are 
such as to engender the formation of ice 
on the road surface. 

The object of the experiment has been 
to develop a method of providing heating 
elements in an asphalt carriageway which 
can be used on a more extensive basis 
than hitherto and which will enable the 
surfacings to be laid, incorporating the 


heating elements, at an economical cost 
and at a speed comparable with that now 
expected for such work. 

Successful experiments in the heating 
of carriageways have already been carried 
out in other parts of the country, but the 
methods so far adopted have not lent 
themselves to the large output obtained 
from modern mechanical laying of blacktop 
surfacings. The method adopted at this 
underpass has proved that, with a rubber- 
tyred mechanical spreader for the blacktop 
material, the speed of laying of the sur- 
facing material need not be unduly 
restricted. 

The heating elements consist of well- 
insulated wires placed 3in. below the 
carriageway surface, and can best be 
likened to the principle adopted in an 
electric blanket. The energy consumption 
of the elements is about 80-W per square 
yard of carriageway—about equal to that 
absorbed by a normal reading lamp. 

The heat is controlled primarily by the 
temperature of the surface of the carriage- 
way and the surface wetness of the 
carriageway. 

For measuring the surface temperature, 
thermo-couples, consisting of copper and 
constantin wire soldered together, are 
placed in the asphalt tin. below the sur- 
face. The temperature of the surface is 
measured by the electrical resistance be- 
tween the two ends of the wires and 
registered in the recording apparatus and 
thermostats in the control building.

surface. The electrical resistance between 
these two brass strips is affected by the 
amount of moisture on the carriageway 
surface, and the apparatus in the control 
building registers this variation of the 
electrical resistance which, in turn, gives 
a measure of the surface wetness. 

The net effect of this arrangement is 
that the heat is switched on when the 
carriageway surface is wet as soon as the 
temperature falls below 36 degrees F. If 
the carriageway surface is dry, then the 
heat is not switched on until freezing 
point is reached. 

A somewhat similar apparatus for the 
registering of temperature and _ surface 
wetness is fixed clear of the carriageways 
but near the control building, and is ‘so 
designed as to give advance warning of 
excessive condensation on the carriageway 
surface and also acts as a snow-detector, 
thus causing the heat to be switched on 
under these special conditions. 

In addition, air temperatures are auto- 
matically recorded in the small white 
boxes which can be seen on the central 
reservation approximately 3in. and 3ft. 
above the roadway, as a means of indicating 
whether a frosty period is approaching of 
ending. This gives a further measure of 
control of the heating. The heat generated 
is sufficient to melt snow at the rate of 
about lin. depth of snow per hour. 

The whole of the electrical arrangement 
has been designed to operate on the off- 
peak tariff, and the running costs im 4 
normal year are anticipated to be in the 
neighbourhood of 2s. 6d. per square yard 
of carriageway per annum.

Notebook... 


AST week’s banquet of the Institute of 
Builders at the Guildhall in London 
was a proud occasion for the President, 
Mr. Geoffrey Swayne. In the last three 
or four years the Institute has increased 
its prestige and standing in the industry 
beyond all recognition and the tributes 
paid to its progress and expansion by 
various speakers, including Sir David 
Eccles, Sir Charles Wheeler and Sir Dermot 
Boyle, were underlined by the record 
attendance. Over a hundred members and 
guests had to be accommodated in an 
adjoining room. They lost little, if any- 
thing, of the atmosphere in the Guildhall, 
however, for a closed circuit television 
system operated throughout the evening 
and probably provided them with a better 
idea of what was going on than most of 
those in the main party could have 
gathered. 

Great as the occasion was for the Presi- 
dent and his officers, however, it must have 
been an even prouder three hours or more 
for a Past-President of the Institute who 
sat in a rather unobtrusive seat across the 
table from Mr. N. S. Farrow (whose wel- 
come to the guests was a near masterpiece 
of its kind) and who took no official part 
in the proceedings. I refer, of course, to 
Mr. F. Leslie Wallis. It is largely due to 
his untiring efforts and inspiring leadership 
that the Institute has shaken off the 
trauma which enveloped it for so many 
years and staked its place among the 
important professional institutions of the 
day. Mr. Wallis is one of the few men 
to have been president of both the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and of the Institute. He must 
be something of a revivalist, for it was 
during his presidency of the N.F.B.T.E. in 
1943 that many of the plans for its post- 
war development were formulated. It was 
during his presidency of the Institute that 
builders began to respond to the call he 
made to give it a more important rdéle to 
play in the industry’s affairs. 

A friend tells me that Mr. Wallis has 
not been too well of late. I can only 
express the sincere hope that last week's 
brilliant affair cheered him as much as it 
impressed all those who attended. 


OUNCILLORS who are fond of making 

claims on the successes, so called, 
achieved by direct labour departments are 
finding that there is an increase in the 
number of people ready to challenge their 
calculations and ask for them to be sub- 
Stantiated. An example is reported from 
Sunderland. There Councillor H. Graham, 
chairman of Sunderland Corporation 
Public Works Committee, reported to the 
Council that some contracts had been 
completed at a figure of 6 per cent. below 
the price quoted, and that there had been 
a difference of 6 per cent. between the 
department’s figures and those of the next 
lowest tenders from private contractors. 
From this Councillor Graham calculated 
that there had been a saving to the 
Corporation of 12 per cent. 
These statements have been challenged 
vigorously and intelligently by Mr. H. W. 
Wake, director of the Northern Counties 
building employers, who says: “We would 
like Councillor Graham to add how many 
building and civil engineering contracts the 
public works department tendered for and 
was not awarded, and what was the aggre- 
gate amount by which the department’s 
quotations exceeded those of the success- 
ful tenders. He might also say what was 
the percentage difference between the 
amount of the lowest tenders and the 
quotations of the department in these 
cases.” I can see the point of Mr. Wake’s 
questions. They are, however, perhaps 
More apparent when he points out that 
his members would like to know what

proportion of the 6 per cent. “saving” is 
accounted for by the execution of smaller 
quantities than those quoted for, by the 
substitution of alternative materials or 
components, and by other variations 
between the work tendered for and that 
executed. 

It may be that Councillor Graham has 
good answers to these auestions, but 
claims of “savings” by direct labour 
departments and their spokesmen are so 
often wide of the true state of affairs that 
I hope the number of challenges, such as 
those made by Mr. Wake, will go on 
increasing. After all, in aggregate a great 
deal of ratepayers’ money is involved. 


T long last some official _ recognition 

has been given by a Minister of State 
to the great contribution made to this 
country’s overseas trade activities by the 
consulting engineers. Mr. F. J. Erroll, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, had 
some nice things to say when he spoke at 
their Association’s annual dinner in 
London the other day. He could have 
given no better indication of the value of 
the rdéle they play than quoting the over- 
seas contracts for which the Association’s 
members are responsible. In January last 
year the figure reached the very large total 
of £630m., itself an increase of £80m. over 
the previous year. No wonder Mr. Erroll 
expressed the view that not many people 
outside the Association had any idea how 
big this figure was. 

He was including in these figures the 
cost of such important projects as the 
Hong Kong water scheme, the hydro- 
electric developments and irrigation 
schemes in East Pakistan, the sewerage 
scheme at Accra, and the £84m. new 
international airport at Baghdad. There 
can be no doubt about the contribution 
these great constructional works make to 
our future export trade. Every project 
designed or built by British engineers not 
only enhances the prestige of our technical 
skill but, as Mr. Erroll was at pains to 
point out, creates a favourable climate for 
exports of capital and other goods from 
these islands. Mr. Erroll should know. 
Before going to the Board of Trade he was 
Economic Secretary to the Treasury and 
was at one time vice-chairman of the 
Conservative Party’s Finance, Trade and 
Industry Committee. With this back- 
ground he, more than most others, is 
particularly well qualified to comment 
upon the contribution the consulting 
engineers are making to the national 
economy. 


FEW weeks back I referred to the 

great impetus Mr. Leonard Walden 
gave to the safety in building operations 
campaign some three years ago. The 
gospel he then preached has been taken 
up by many well-known disciples, if I may 
call them that, in different parts of the 
country, and they show no signs of loosen- 
ing their grip on the subject. Only this 
week I have before me a_ contribution 
which Mr. Philip Wyatt, the imaginative 
head of Holland & Hannen and Cubitts 
(North West), Ltd., has made to his firm’s 
news-sheet, Cubitts News, which is 
appropriately sub-titled “For Better 
Mr. Wyatt concentrates 
his attention on one factor in safety pre- 
cautions which, beyond al! others, seems 
to me to be most likely to bring about the 
best results—tidiness on the site. As he 
writes: “Proper access to working areas 
is a fundamental requirement, but only too 
often men and vehicles are expected to 
plough their way through mud and filth 
with a damaging effect on tempers and 
production. Men wheeling barrows are 
often expected to take part in some 
fiendish obstacle race along narrow planks 
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and insecure bridging. . . . All too often 
no proper system of routine of (rubbish) 
disposal is introduced and once again we 
get the ‘battlefield look. ... A tidy site 
is a safe site!” 

It is a pity that Mr. Wyatt’s remarks 
cannot be read and digested by all other 
firms in the industry, employees as well as 
employers. However, I hope that the com- 
ments I have made here will inspire the 
heads of other firms to take action along 
the same lines, whether or not they have 
the advantage of a house journal to help 
them. 


\WO members of the London Master 
Builders Association who have taker 
part in recent “Building Matters” broad- 
casts are Mr. K. J. Pearce, last year’s 
president of the Association, and Mr. H. E. 
Comben. The former devoted his attention 
to the practical possibilities and economics 
of packaged bricks and addressed his 
questions to a brick manufacturer and to 
Mr. J. F. Eden, of the Building Research 
Station, who has been concerned with the 
development of this method of delivery on 
the research side. As Mr. Pearce pointed 
out, at the present time the question as 
to whether it is better for bricks to be 
delivered packaged or loose is rather 
academic, as most builders would be glad 
to get bricks of any kind. However, this 
glancing shot apart, Mr. Pearce managed 
to gather, on behalf of himself and the 
many interested listeners, a considerable 
amount of useful information on the 
subject. In fact at the time I could not 
help marvelling at the skill with which 
he put his questions and wheedled the 
answers from the others. Many profes- 
sional interviewers could not have done 
so well. His 64,000-dollar question was, 
as one might expect, on prices. The brick 
manufacturer’s figure of 15s. per 1,000 for 
packaged bricks over and above the normal 
list price seemed to be rather high to Mr. 
Pearce, and he said he thought it. was a 
bit more than many builders were prepared 
to pay. Was there any chance of a reduc- 
tion? The manufacturer pointed out that 
the figure had already been reduced from 
£1, and he left me with the impression 
that if, as was anticipated, orders for 
packaged bricks expanded, it would make 
possible improvements in production 
methods which should lead to lower prices. 
Mr. Comben devoted his attention to the 
electrical equipment of houses on the ring 
system. His knowledge and experience on 
technical questions related to building is 
so vast that he seems always to be able to 
speak with authority no matter what the 
subject under discussion may be. Im this 
particular broadcast he left little.doubt in 
my mind that house-builders generally are 
not by any manner of means so far behind 
when it comes to questions of modern 
electrical installations as many of the 
critics of the industry would suppose. 

I am hoping that the B.B.C. will give 
more time to discussions of this kind for 
apart from their obvious general interest— 
even to the lay-listener—they contain 
much useful information and argument for 
the industry. 


ANOTHER COST CONTROL 
CONFERENCE 


A further conference on methods of 
control of building costs at the design stage 
is to be held at Nottingham University, 
from March 25 to 27. 

The conference which is sponsored by the 
Cost Research Liaison Committee of the 
R.I.B.A. and the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, will be on the same 
lines as those already held at Great Missen- 
den, Bristol, York and Manchester.

MINISTER PRAISES BRITISH 
CONSULTANTS’ WORK OVERSEAS 


Speaking at the recent annual dinner of 
the Association of Consulting Engineers, 
Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, paid a tribute to the very important 
part played by the British consulting engi- 
neers both in the development of the 
backward countries of the world and as a 
spearhead for British engineering and other 
exports. 

“The importance of this role is suffi- 
ciently shown by the value of the overseas 
contracts for which your members are 
responsible,” he told the Association. “In 
January last year this reached the very 
large total of £630m., itself an increase of 
£80m. over the previous year. 


“ Among the many projects included in 
this great figure perhaps I might mention 
the Hong Kong water scheme, estimated 
at £20m.; the East Pakistan irrigation and 
hydro-electric scheme, valued at £25m.; the 
Escravos Training Moles in Nigeria, the 
Accra sewerage scheme, and the new Bagh- 
dad International Airport worth £84m, In 
addition I understand that one of your 
members has just started work on a most 
interesting project of an island oil-tanker 
terminal in the Persian Gulf in 70ft. depth 
of water. 


“These great constructional works are, 
of course, a major contribution to the task 
of raising the standard of living in the 
under-developed parts of the world,” he 
said. “ But they are also of great signifi- 
cance for the future of British export trade 
and thereby for the economic prosperity 
of our country. Every project designed or 
built by British engineers enhances the 
prestige of our technical skill, and creates 
a favourable climate for our exports of 
capital and other goods, as well as earning 
international goodwill.

EXTERNAL RENDERED FINISHES 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—Digest 131 “External Rendered 
finishes” was recently issued by H.M.S.O. 
and it now appears from correspondence 
since received at the Building Research 
Station that some of the statements in it 
have led to some misunderstanding of its 
intention. 

In the penultimate paragraph of the 
Digest it is stated “ .. . there is not yet 
sufficient long - term experience with 
aerated cement-sand mortars used as 
rendering mixes for any recommendations 
to be made.” It appears that this state- 
ment has been read as though it were 
applicable to the use of plasticisers in 
mortars used as undercoats for internal 
plastering and as brickwork mortars. This 
is not so; the reason for the statement 
relating to rendered mixes, i.e. risk of 
rain penetration does not apply to the use 
of plasticised mortars for internal plaster- 
ing and for brickwork mortars. The latter 
is dealt with in Digest 126 and there is 
ample evidence of satisfactory behaviour 
for both uses. 

The reference to masonry cements in 
the preceding paragraphs of the Digest has 
also brought comment because of the diffi- 
culty of knowing in the absence of a British 
Standard the composition of the masonry 
cement. In choosing a mix based on 
masonry cements for rendering the user 
should, therefore, obtain the assurance of 
the manufacturer that the mixes recom 
mended by him are in fact appropriate 
alternatives to the cement: lime:san 
mixes recommended in the table in the 
Digest.

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APPLICATION OF BONUS SCHEMES TO 


HIGHWAY WORKS 


Wigan Corporation’s Nine Months’ Experience 


ee the agreement of the 
National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry in 1947, which 
enabled individual builders to apply 
ponus schemes, Wigan Borough Council 
commenced discussions in 1949 with 
the building trades unions on the 
question of the introduction of a bonus 
scheme for the construction of new 
houses. The following year a scheme 
was introduced and has since been 
extended to other capital works and to 
ihe joiners’ shop in the Council’s Build- 
ing Works Department. The success of 
this scheme prompted the introduction 
of a scheme into the Streets Department 
which undertakes highway and civil 
engineering works. 

Some details of these bonus schemes 


were given recently by Mr. GILBERT 
KEIGHLEY, B.C... AG Bo 
A.M.I.Mech.E., M.I.Mun.E., A.M.T.P.LI., 


borough engineer and surveyor of Wigan, 
in a Paper “The Application of Incentive 
Bonus Schemes to Highway and Public 
Works” presented at a meeting of the 
N.W. District of the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers. 

Introducing his Paper, Mr. Keighley said 
the Council prided themselves on the 
ability to carry out the major part of the 
building and other public works by direct 
labour. They had, however, in adhering 
to a policy of direct labour appreciated (a) 
that they were the guardians of public 
money, (b) the necessity to maintain an 
efficient organisation so that the Depart- 
ment concerned could compete with private 
enterprise and (c) that to attract and keep 
the right type of employee, he must be 
given an opportunity to earn a weekly 
wage comparable with that which could 
be obtained in industry. 


Streets Department 


Dealing with the bonus scheme intro- 
duced into the Streets Department he said: 

The Streets Department of the Corpora- 
tion carries out the construction of new 
roads, the reconstruction and maintenance 
of sewers, surface water drains and cul- 
verts, and all work of a civil engineering 
character. It is not responsible for the 
cleansing of highways or the removal or 
lisposal of house refuse. 

Some four years ago the Streets Com- 
mittee of the Council expressed dissatis- 
faction with the Streets Department on 
the obvious laxity with which jobs were 
being carried out and the number of jobs 
on which overspending was being incurred. 
A report was presented to the Committee, 
which, inter alia, brought out the opera- 
tives’ own dissatisfaction at their basic 
rate of pay compared with labourers in the 
building and civil engineering industry, 
and, in fact, the general wage earnings 
throughout the country. The labourers 
in the Department were often called to 
work alongside labourers in the Building 
Works Department, where the latter were 
getting not only 4d. per hour extra as a 
basic rate, but also enjoying the benefits 
of a bonus scheme. 

The report to the Committee recom- 
mended the alternatives of applying the 
civil engineering industry rates of pay to 
the Streets Department employees or the 
introduction of a comprehensive bonus 
scheme. The former alternative was 
pursued, but after being given the fullest 
consideration by the Finance Committee, 
in consultation with the employers’ secre- 
tary of the Joint Whitley Council, it was 
decided that such a course would set up 
a dangerous precedent. 


The suggestion of an incentive bonus 
scheme was put to the appropriate trade 
unions, but was turned down by the 
operatives. 

In the summer of 1958 another approach 
was made to the union and this resulted 
in the employees, on a majority vote, 
deciding that they were agreeable to 
explore the possibilities of introducing a 
scheme. Negotiations on the principles 
of a scheme and determination of basic 
targets extended over a period of six 
months and it became possible to apply 
the scheme in April, 1959. 

At last month’s meeting of the Com. 
mittee it was reported that over the nine 
months in which the incentive scheme had 
been in operation, there had been an 
approximate saving of £10,000 on work 
carried out on highways and other public 
works, and that in the carrying out of this 
work the operatives, some 125 in number, 
had been paid £6,152 in bonus. 


Terms of Agreement 


To put over any incentive scheme to 
operatives, it is essential to stress the aims 
of the scheme and to put into as plain 
language as possible how the suggested 
scheme would operate. 

In those aims it was made clear that the 
Corporation for their part would agree to: 
(1) full consultation between management 
and employees on all points; (2) guaran- 
teed basic wages for employees; (3) any 
additional cost to the Corporation as a 
result of targets not being reached to be 
made good out of future bonus earnings, 
unless such additional cost is due to cir- 
cumstances outside the control of the 
employees, and (4) any defective work to 
be taken out and made good at the expense 
of the future bonus earnings. 


The employees themselves desired a 
scheme whereby everyone, except watch- 
men, chainmen and a messenger, should 
participate in the scheme. A scheme was 
therefore agreed as follows: 

(a) That 10 per cent. be deducted from 
the bonus earnings to cover the cost 
of administration of the scheme; 
that the bonus after deduction of 
the above 10 per cent. shall be split 
so that 60 per cent. will be paid to 
the gangs and 40 per cent. to the 
pool to be shared among all the 
employees in the Department; 

(c) that idle time which is caused by 
circumstances outside the control of 
the employees shall not be taken into 
account in calculating bonus; 

(d) that where employees are required 
by the Borough Engineer to carry 
out shift work or overtime, bonus 
earnings be calculated on plain-time 
rates, and that in all other cases 
where the men elect to work over- 


(b 
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(g) that apprentices working under the 
direction of a fiagger should not 
receive the bonus payable to the 
gangs but should receive pool bonus; 

(h) that where apprentices work on their 
own they receive their first bonus 
payments on reaching 18 years of 
age, and that payment be made in 
the same ratio that the apprentice’s 
wage bears to a tradesman’s wage, 
in respect of work on a bonus earn- 
ing operation; 

(i) that a Joint Consultative Committee 
be set up consisting of five members 
of the Streets Committee and nine 
representatives of the employees; 
and that the representatives of the 
Streets Committee be authorised with 
full power to review targets and to 
agree targets for additional opera- 
tions; 

(j) that the target figures be reviewed 
three months after the commence- 
ment of the scheme and thereafter 
every six months; 

(k) that employees on holiday or sick 
leave be excluded from the scheme. 


Fixing of Targets 


The major portion of the 125 employees 
in the Department are in three sections, 
viz. flaggers, general highway workers and 
general sewerage workers. The remainder 
are made up of plant operators, plant 
maintenance men and storekeepers. 

Initial targets for the various classes of 
operations were therefore discussed with 
representatives of each of these sections, 
final agreement being made at the meetings 
of the Joint Consultative Committee. 

In the fixing of these targets, cognisance 
had to be taken of the output of employees 
over the past years, but stress was laid on 
the unit rates in bills of quantities for 
civil engineering work submitted for con- 
tract work by outside contractors. 

In order to reduce the amount of paper 
work and in an endeavour to introduce 
more of the team spirit, it was agreed that 
targets, wherever possible, should cover 
a complete operation by the gang involved, 
e.g., OM a concrete carriageway for a 
housing scheme the target comprises “two- 
coat reinforced concrete, with granolithic 
finish, mixed and placed, including paper, 
fixing and removal of formwork, and con- 
struction and sealing of joints, up to 6in. 
thick.” 

A “gang” does .not necessarily mean all 
employees engaged on a particular project, 
e.g., On a road reconstruction scheme, a 
sewer gang may be dealing with gully 
connections, another streets gang with the 
carriageway work, and a further flagging 
gang with footpath work. 

Up to the present time, some 150 indi- 
vidual targets have been agreed with theem- 
ployees. The following is a typical example.

It will be seen that not only was a pro- 
duction target agreed with the employees 
but also the normal labour and plant to 
be employed on the particular operation. 
It will be appreciated that the cost target 
is included for ease of compiling the bonus 
earnings. Any change in the basic rates 
of pay will obviously affect these monetary 
targets. 


Assessment of Gang Bonus 


The Highways Superintendent is respon- 
sible to the Borough Engineer for the 
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running of the Streets Department and in 
this he is assisted by two district foremen. 
These two foremen are responsible for 
the measurement of work, which is done 
fortnightly in the course of a long job, 
or as necessary for work covering short 
periods. Measurement sheets are counter- 
signed by gangers or other responsible 
employees. 

Bonus is paid with wages, one week in 
arrear of the normal pay day covering the 
bonus period, and is paid in two equal 
instalments, so tha’ a bonus payment is 
added to wages each week. 

The clerical work involved necessitated 
the appointment of a further clerk. The 
cost clerk in the Department, who gave 
material assistance in the assessment of 
targets, is now in charge of the clerical 
side of the scheme. 

The following example is typical of an 
operation carried out by a highway gang 
and the assessment of the bonus: 
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amounted to £590 2s., which enabled a 
pool bonus of 4d. per hour to be paid. 
This rate compares with 1d. paid in the 
first bonus period of the scheme, and a 
maximum of 54d. per hour. The total 
saving has also risen from £157 in the 
first period to a maximum of £716. The 
increase in the number of bonusable 
operations has naturally affected these 
figures. 

Over the period of the first nine months 
the value of work carried out in the 
Department was £146,643,. of which 
£51,565 was net wages. The amount of 
bonus paid to the employees in this same 
period was £6,152, or 11.9 per cent. of 
net wages.

It is, of course, physically impossible 
to put all the employees on bonusable 
operations for the whole of their working 
hours. Many operations carried out in 
a Streets Department are such that no 
target can be fixed, e.g., the cleansing of 
blocked drains and sewers. 

The introduction of a pool bonus has 
gone some way to assist those who have 
to be put on to non-bonusable operations 
or those, like storekeeper, whose work is 
associated with employees on bonusable 
work, 

The introduction of additional targets 
and the application of work study to the 
carrying out of operations have been 
instrumental in increasing the ratio of 
hours worked on bonusable operations to 
total hours worked. 

The following figures for a two-week 
period in December, 1959, illustrate this 
point:

up time” amounted to 3.42 per cent. of 
the bonusable hours, of which 1.42 per 
cent. was paid as “idle time’ and for 
2 per cent. of which alternative work was 
found. The two principal items were 
“Waiting for Materials” (1.56 per cent.) 
and “Plant Breakdown” (0.58 per cent.). 


Effect on Cost of Works 


One of the objects of any incentive 
bonus scheme is to ensure a reasonable 
reduction in unit labour costs irrespective 
of bonus paid. On the inception of the 
scheme in Wigan, the Finance Committee 
wished to be assured that overall costs 
would be reduced, particularly in view of 
the request to increase the establishment 
by one district foreman and one cost clerk. 


After nine months operation of the 
scheme, it has been pleasing to report to 
the committees concerned the undoubted 
financial success. Detailed unit costs were 
available before the scheme commenced 
and these were used as a basis for com- 
parison with costs under the bonus scheme. 
It might be argued that costs should be 
compared with those submitted under 
contract, but this would not have given 
the saving had the Streets Department 
continued to operate without a bonus 
scheme. 

As an example of financial saving, the 
flaggers, during the nine months under 
review, carried out work, which in labour, 
materials, haulage and on cost has cost 
£8,915. On previous unit costs this same 
work would have cost £10,241, showing 
a saving of £1,326. Examples of reduction 
in unit costs by the flaggers is as follows:

On the whole of the bonusable work 
there has been a saving of approximately 
£10,000, or 14 per cent., added to which 
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the employees have been paid over £6,009 
in bonus. 

The introduction of the scheme has haq 
an undoubted effect on the employees’ atti. 
tude towards their work. There is ample 
evidence of more teamwork and a rej 
endeavour to cut out any unnece 
labour. There have, of course, been a few 
cases where. work has been sub-standard, 
but the deductions applied to future bonys 
earnings have been a most effective 
deterrent. 

Gangers are now only too keen to get 
the right plant for the job and are coming 
forward with helpful suggestions for 
increase of output or lowering of costs 
by introduction of new methods. 

It has been found that the mileage of 
the lorries, which normally deliver stores 
and small plant and tools, has considerably 
increased. 

Man operatives are beginning to appre. 
ciate the meaning of “work study” byt 
against this some gangers and operatives 
tend to be rather settled in their ways 
and look with suspicion on alternative 
methods introduced or suggested by 
technical assistants, 

Some gangers have not yet fully appre. 
ciated the necessity to give ample time 
for the ordering of materials and from the 
managerial angle it is essential that the 
Council, in considering annual tenders, 
accept more than one supplier for the basic 
materials. 

Finally, the introduction of the scheme 
has in many ways made the operatives 
appreciate the work of the technical 
assistant engaged on the design, etc., of 
public works, and the operatives on the 
Joint Consultative Committee have come 
to know something of the work put in by 
chairmen and members of highways com- 
mittees. 

Conclusion 


Much information, of course, has been 
put out from time to time by the Ministry 
of Works on the subject of incentive bonus 
schemes and a number of papers on this 
subject have been given to the various 
institutions.. It is pleasing to think that 
all incentive schemes at Wigan have been 
introduced without the necessity to bring 
in consultants. The results to date are 
considered satisfactory to both employer 
and employee, but the management are 
conscious of the need for senior staff to 
spend more time on work study in order 
to keep down costs and to maintain satis- 
factory bonus earnings for the employees. 

Many discussions have taken place in 
the Building Works Committee and with 
the trade unions on the introduction of a 
scheme for maintenance work, but with 
no success. A scheme was devised for 
“external painting to municipal houses” 
but this was turned down by the operatives.

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SHAH TO OPEN BRITISH-BUILT BRIDGE 


(PaE new £850,000 Pahlavi Founda- 

tion Bridge, which His Imperial 
Majesty the Shah will open officially in 
Southern Iran next week, spans the 
waters of the River Karun and links the 
Island of Abadan with the mainland at 
Khorramshahr, one of the country’s 
major ports. 

Designed and constructed by The 
Cementation Group of Companies for The 
Royal Estates of Iran, the bridge has an 
overall length of approximately 2,000ft. Its 
five river spans total 828ft. in length, and 
its overall width is 34ft. Construction is 
of steel and reinforced concrete. 


Concept and Design 


When, in July 1957, The Cementation 
Group was invited to submit proposals for 
the bridge, the primary consideration was to 
design and construct at speed. Accordingly, 
work began immediately, both at Khor- 
ramshahr and at the Group’s London 
offices. At Khorramshahr, the site was 
finally located at a point where the river 
would be spanned from the Island of 
Abadan to north-east of the port, linking 
with its planned future development, and 
at the same time avoiding congestion in 
Khorramshahr old town. 

On the chosen site, test borings were 
carried out to determine the nature of the 
subsoil under the approaches and in the 
river bed. Samples of the subsoil were 
flown to the United Kingdom to be tested 
for their engineering properties. 

Soon afterwards, a design team con- 
sidered all factors involved in the building 
of the bridge, and began work on their 
proposals. One basic consideration was the 
need to permit a free flow of shipping; 
another was to ensure foundations suitable 
for the Karun’s deep waters; yet another 
was to provide a bridge both functional 
and architecturally pleasing. 

To meet these and other requirements, it 
was decided to adopt a basic design of five 
spans and four piers, with a curved water- 
way clearance in the centre of approxi- 
mately 60 metres in width and seven metres 
minimum height. In addition, the bridge 
would span both the river and the dual

carriageway boulevards on both banks, and 
be able to take the heaviest type of traffic. 

Construction of the main river spans 
would be of structural steel, with a concrete 
deck. The approach spans would be of 
prestressed reinforced concrete beams and

in-situ reinforced concrete deck acting to- 
gether monolithically—the first time that 
this form of construction has been used, 
it is believed, in the Middle East. Founda- 
tions would consist of precast prestressed 
piles, designed to carry the loads from the 
bridge and river piers through the silts and 


soft clays down to the firm strata at a 
depth of some 20 metres. 

From an aesthetic standpoint, it was 
important that the bridge should be of 
elegant design. Accordingly, slender piers 
were adopted, together with a long con- 


main river spans 


tinuous white facia extending to the full 
length of the bridge, so as to ensure archi- 
tectural continuity. It was intended that 
the whiteness of the facia should predomi- 
nate in terms of colour, while the dark 
grey of the steel beams would be deliber- 
ately subdued. The abutments, constructed 


Bridge spanning the River Karun 
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of precast concrete blocks would provide 
by their massiveness a break point between 
the approach spans and the large river 
spans. In addition, such details as lamp 
standards and handrails would be given 
particular attention—so as to ensure a 
wholly pleasing effect. In this connection, 
the British architects, Max Lock and Part- 
ners, provided assistance. 

By October, 1957, the design team had 
completed their task, and the proposals 
were submitted to The Royal Estates. These 
were accepted in principle, and the con- 
tract was awarded to The Cementation Co. 
(Overseas), Ltd., on February 18, 1958. 


Construction 


In March, 1958, a handful of men— 
British and Iranian—assembled on the 
Khorramshahr bank of the Karun. They 
were the advance guard of the construction 
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team. Their task was to erect an office, 
stores buildings,and bungalows; to assemble 
plant, equipment and materials; in short, 
to prepare the “ factory” for the building 
of the bridge itself. 

This preparatory work involved consider- 
able organisation, and occupied several 
months. Apart from the erection of build- 
ings, special casting beds were laid: made of 
reinforced concrete, they were used for 
the manufacture on site of prestressed 
bearing piles and approach span beams. In 
addition, access roads were laid, water 
supplies provided, stores opened, and heavy 
equipment erected. 

While the greatest possible use was made 
of materials available in Iran, it was also 
necessary to import from the United King- 
dom, Accordingly, steel beams, reinforcing 
rods and high tensile wire were shipped— 
together with a considerable proportion of

IN CANADA 


QURVEYING Canada’s housebuilding 


industry, the February issue of 
Barclays Bank D.C.O.’s_ “ Overseas 
Review ” says that the industry, which 
has been one of the main supports of 
the Government’s full employment pro- 
gramme, expects a large reduction of 
its activities during 1960. 

While exerting what pressure it can on 
the Government to continue support of 
housing as a social policy, the industry as 
a whole recognises it has been caught in 
a squeeze between’ tight money and a 
strong upsurge in industrial employment. 

Government officials connected with the 
housing programme have estimated that a 
minimum of 125,000 new houses will be 
started by builders during 1960, but the 
builders themselves believe 110,000 will be 
the top figure. This compares with 140,000 
houses started during 1959 and 164,000 
during 1958. 


Not Excessive 


This building rate has not been excessive 
from the social point of view, as it is esti- 
mated that 500,000 Canadian families stil] 
live in dwellings regarded as sub-standard. 
Even though the building rate in recent 
years has been 172 to 195 per cent. of new 
family formation, a steady upgrading of 
the standard of housing has maintained 


the deficiency, a result of rapid growth of 
incomes. Approximately 40 per cent. of 
new houses are replacement dwellings for 
families improving their circumstances. 

This improvement in circumstances is a 
major cause of the economic difficulties 
now facing the housing industry. Demand 
for single dwellings rather than multiple 
units increases both land and construction 
costs, so that the so-called working man’s 
house now costs close to $15,000, an in- 
crease of 4 in the past five years. 


Economy Structures 


In an effort to reduce the cost of houses, 
Government agencies have been attempt- 
ing to design economy structures but have 
had little success, and meantime the prob- 
lem of mortgage financing has become 
acute. The rate on conventional institu- 
tional mortgage funds has risen to above 
seven per cent., and the rate on Govern- 
ment-guaranteed mortgages financed by 
institutions has been raised to 6} per cent. 

This year, the Government has indicated 
it will cut back sharply on its direct loans, 
providing for 15,000 instead of 35,000 
direct loans, in view of its own financing 
troubles and desire to balance its budget, 
A reduction in the availability of non- 
Government mortgage money also is indi- 
cated, as a result of the chartered banks 
being forced out of mortgage lending. 
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constructional plant, including mobile 
cranes and a travelling derrick. 

The mobilisation of equipment and mate. 
rials was completed by the beginning of 
September, 1958. By this time, too, a 
construction team had been assembled, 
which was to rise to more than 240 people 
(approximately 30 European and 2)0 
Iranian) during peak periods. 

To carry out the construction task jn. 
volved, the work was divided into four 
distinct yet closely related phases: First, 
the construction of the Khorramshahr ap. 
proaches (September, 1958-April, 1959); 
second, the construction of the river spang 
(November, 1958-December, 1959); third, 
the construction of the Abadan approaches 
(May-October, 1959); and finally, the finish. 
ing works (September, 1959-January, 1960), 

The method of construction included 
the jetting and driving of the precast piles 
from floating craft on the Karun. Colcrete 
was used for the underwater pile caps, 
while the piers were constructed with steel 
Shutters, so fas to provide the highest 
quality of finish. The steel beams, manu- 
factured in Britain by Braithwaite, Ltd, 
were first shipped to Iran in 17-metre sec. 
tions, then assembled to form completed 
lengths of-.some 50-to 60 metres. They 
were finally rolled, or floated in some cases, 
to their positions on the river spans. 

From this timetable it can be seen that 
the progress of the work was most care- 
fully planned. Work started on the Khor- 
ramshahr approach, for example, so that 
the steel girders could be erected on it 
before they were put into final position on 
the river spans. And in all this, the closest 
possible teamwork was required of the 
Iranian and European personnel concerned. 
For speed was the all-important factor: 
despite the intense heat of the summer 
months, operations went on uninterrupted, 
with men wearing special gloves to avoid 
blisters from contact with hot steelwork 
or tools. Moreover, the construction team 
worked right around the clock, in two 
12-hour shifts daily, pausing only for ob- 
servance of public holidays. 

By such means, work progressed rapidly, 
and the project generally took shape earlier 
than had been originally anticipated, The 
actual time taken to construct the bridge, 
in fact, was 16 months (eight months ahead 
of the original schedule), which represents 
a progress rate of 1.55 metres per working 
day. 


TAYLOR WOODROW WIN 
$5M. CANADIAN CONTRACT 


A $5m. contract has been awarded to 
Taylor Woodrow (Canada), Ltd., for build- 
ing a new head office near Toronto for 
Fords of Canada. It is expected to be com- 
pleted by April, 1961. 

The building, a _ single seven-storey 
structure with a total floor area of over 
180,000 sq. ft., will have concrete walls 
and foundations up to first floor level with 
a structural steel framework. Externally, 
there will be a series of vertical aluminium 
fins to give a grid effect, aluminium-framed 
windows, glazed with a patent process and 
insulated porcelain-enamel panels. The 
west elevation will have a “ Saw-tooth 
design of alternate porcelain panels and 
glass to offset direct glare from the sun. 

The single basement will accommodate 
executive cars and service rooms; the first 
floor contain kitchens and dining rooms, 
assembly room and display area; and from 
the second to the sixth floors there will 
be general offices, with the executive suites 
on the seventh floor. 

Air conditioning will be installed and 
there will be four lifts to service all floors. 

The building has been designed by All- 
ward and Gouinlock, architects, Toronto, 
and the consulting mechanical engineers 
are R, P. Allsopp Associates, Ltd. 

Taylor Woodrow (Nigeria), Ltd., have 
been awarded a contract to a value exceed- 
ing £200,000 by Kaduna Textiles, Ltd., for 
the design and construction of an exten- 
sion to the existing textile mill at 
Kaduna in Northern Nigeria. 
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1s a Paper presented at a recent meet- 

ing in London arranged by the 
British Road _ Federation, Mr. 
Christopher Brunner, vice-chairman of 
the Federation, said the ownership and 
use of motor vehicles, and especially 
cars, had created a world-wide crisis in 
the life of cities where there was a 
choice between either allowing worsen- 
ing congestion to aggravate still further 
the decline in the centre of the cities, 
or of accepting the motor vehicle and 
rebuilding the cities with urban motor- 
ways and parking facilities integrated 
into the scheme, 

The ownership of personal transport was 
already, and would become even more, a 
major factor in people’s. lives. and there 
was really no alternative but to recognise 
the need for a policy of systematic urban 
renewal. 

The ability and resources for this great 
and challenging task were certainly avail- 
able. What was required was the shedding 
of old passive beliefs and the willingness 
to seize the chance to transform cities 
from the depressing, dirty and congested 
environment that they so often provided, 
into clean, spacious and efficient places, 
ittractive both to live in and to work in. 


Case for Altering Cities 


Putting forward a case for altering 
cities so that cars could be used in them, 
Mr. Brunner said in the course of his 
Paper: 

There is an impression in some quarters 
that it is possible more or less to maintain 
the present physical environment of our 
cities, without any major changes, by some 
system of rationing the number of cars 
which may enter the centre and so dodging 
the issue, at least for a decade or two. 
Such rationing of the entry of cars into 
city centres could be achieved only by 
one of two ways: Rationing by the purse 
or rationing by some system of priorities 
dependent upon the status of the person 
occupying the car. 

It is not for me to discuss the political 
difficulties in a democratic community, 
where everybody will have a car and be 
at any rate very fully taxed for the 
privilege of owning it and driving it, of 
naking it too expensive for the ordinary 
nan to drive his car in particular parts 
wf his country, or of deciding who is and 
who is not important enough to go to work 
in his car. What I can point out is that 
the rationing of cars solution is tantamount 
to encouraging our cities to spread further, 
because if people cannot drive cars in 
the cities, they will drive them in places 
around and outside them. 

_I do not seek to deny that some restric- 
tions on the use of vehicles in towns are 
unavoidable. It is not really likely that 
it will ever be possible to provide parking 
in cities for every vehicle wishing to come 
into them at any time during the day. 
Rationing by the purse, through parking 
meters or garage fees is possible and, | 
think, to be preferred to an honours system 
of qualification. But at present, as The 
Times pointed out in an editorial on 
December 18 last year on the subject of 
parking and parking fines, one is left with 
“the feeling that motorists are becoming 
very nearly victimised by the Government 
in the frantic and belated efforts to make 
up for the omissions and inactivity of the 
past.” The danger is that the temptations 
of rationing—though that ugly word may 
be sedulously avoided—may become the 
cause of further omissions and inactivities. 

What I wish to emphasise is the com 
plete futility of any negative approach. 
A great and challenging task confronts 
us—no less than the renewal of our cities 
—and positive, energetic action is needed.

Planning 


Any serious effort to reconstitute urban 
areas demands something more ,than local 
traffic plans or local building regulations. 


Historically town planning started by 
modest efforts to improve the urban 
environment. Gradually this has 


broadened in scope until now the aim is 
to improve the whole environment of living 
and working. There must, however, be 
plans, as the objectives cannot be pursued 
piecemeal, and there is’ small ‘likelihood 
at this stage of any danger of utopfdnism 
on the part of the planner. a, 

At the anniversary exhibition of Liver- 
pool University’s Department of - Civic 
Design in May last year, it was concluded 
that the problem remains of ensuring that 
all urban building takes place in accord- 
ance with a plan prepared in advance and 
in sufficient detail. “It can be done, and 
has been done. . . . The great objective 
now is to transform the exceptional into 
the customary.” 

Once it is acknowledged that urban 
areas in this country are already big 
enough—if not too big—the need for 
restriction to prevent cities disintegrating 
further must be accepted. In _ large 
countries, such as the United States or 
Australia, there may be something to be 
said for having an urban sprawl rather than 
a city. The quality of life may, for 
instance, well be better around the shop- 
ping centres, extra-urban factories and 
offices and new housing neighbourhoods of, 
say, Cleveland, Ohio, than it is downtown 
in Cleveland itself. A description of the 
sprawling urban region stretching 600 miles 
from Portland in the State of Maine to 
Norfolk. Virginia, a region of 50 million 
people in which all distinctions between 
town, suburbs and country are increasingly 
blurred, was given by Christopher Tunnard 
in a broadcast a few years ago. And this 
is simply the most dramatic example of 
a number of extending population regions 
now identified in North America. 

But the question which must be asked 
is whether a densely-populated country 
such as Britain, with limited land re- 
sources, can afford to follow anything 
like this. Imagine this country with a 
sprawl from the south coast through 
London and the Midlands to Lancashire 
and perhaps beyond. A background of 
countryside is highly desirable for every 
community. A splash development of the 
type which is taking place in some other 
parts of the world would swallow up the 
whole of south-eastern England, including 
the new towns and much of the Midlands 
and North as well. 

While trying to contain the urban areas 
provision must be made for the growth of 
both the population and of economic 
activity within these areas. And this seems 
to call for a combination of higher density 
building, especially towards the centres, 
and the establishment of more new towns 
yr expanded towns, 

I am not equipped with the professional 
knowledge to discuss either the virtues of 
such a. project as Frank Lloyd Wright's 
mile-high building, or the merits of say. 
Le Corbusier as.a town-planner. I can 
only say that, as an individual, some 
features of the latter’s idea of a “vertical 
garden city,” with. its separation of 
pedestrians from cars,-and superimposed 
dwellings rising above a park containing 
schools, hospitals and clubs, do appeal to 
me. 

In. many countries flat-living appears 
more acceptable to large -_numbers of 
people than it does in Britain, where, given 
a choice of flat, or house and garden, at 
the same rent, a very high proportion of 
people will choose the latter. I should, 








even so, hazard a guess that living in flats 
has become more popular in recent years 
and that the strength of earlier prejudices 
against flats has dimished. 

There is as well the economic fact that, 
after some five or six floors, the costs of 
construction of tall buildings rise very 
steeply, and this the present housing sub- 
sidy policy does nothing to offset. Nearly a 
year ago the Building Research Station 
completed an inquiry into the comparative 
cost to the community of building new 
towns and of redeveloping slum clearance 
sites at a density high enough to make the 
building of new towns unnecessary. Its 
main finding was that the community 
would save about £2m. for every 10,000 
people re-housed by building new towns 
rather than multi-storey flats on the 
cleared sites. Such examples, however, 
do not make allowance for the social cost 
of the consequences of increasing the 
pressure on sprawling. 

Nevertheless, during the next 20 years, 
some 5,000,000 dwellings will have to be 
constructed, quite apart from other build- 
ing. If one assumes that 40 per cent., or 
2,000,000, will be needed for the conurba- 
tion population, a proportion of this 
number will still probably have to be 
located in new communities away from the 
conurbations. The problems of “over- 
spill” are considerable, and that most 
energetic of authorities in this direction, 
the London County Council, has in 15 
years been able to place only 28,000 
families. In the period 1959-1971 it has 
been estimated that the overspill. popula- 
tion in England will be 1,100,000, for which 
provision has yet to be made for some 
700,000. 

One example of the slowness with which 
the slums and outworn areas around the 
central core of urban areas are being 
renewed, was given in a broadcast last year 
by Arthur Ling, city architect of Coventry, 
who stated that in the period since 1945 
only one dwelling had been built in the 
centre of Coventry for every 140 dwellings 
built on the outskirts. 

At this point I should like briefly to refer 
to the belief which has gained general 
currency, namely that urban development 
is causing the rapid disappearance of agri- 
cultural land. 

Peter Self in his “Cities in Flood” com- 
ments that in fact the built-up areas com- 
prise “only a tiny fraction of Britain’s 
56,000,000 acres, and. the total loss of 
agricultural land is unlikely to exceed 
35,000 acres a year, and some of which will 
be restored.” Colin Clark, the director of 
the Agricultural’ Economics Research 
Institute, Oxford University, has also 
added the weight of his authority against 
this misconception, and has referred to 
a “lot of bogus economics about a supposed 
shortage. of agricultural land. f 

One must, in fact, beware of the plea 
of agricultural conservation as a most 
respectable reason for opposing schemes 
basically. disliked for -other reasons. 

Another highly plausible and stultifying 
argument, by the way, is the preservation 
of historic buildings. Let us preserve the 
genuinely historic and aesthetic by all 
means, but much that masquerades under 
these descriptions is neither. 


Adapting City to the Vehicle 


Of recent years an increasing number 
of cities in America and also in Europe, 
such as Brussels, Hamburg and Dusseldorf. 
have embarked upon the reconstruction of 
large parts of themselves so as to be able 
to accept the motor vehicle. .To do this, 
adequate ingress and egress roads must 
be built, which may become dual-level or 
multi-level in order to minimise ground 
area as they converge on the cities.- In 
addition, there must be other roads for 
those not needing to pass through the 
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centre. Near the centre provision must 
be made for cars to be left and stored until 
they are required again. As ground space 
in the central areas is too valuable for 
cars either to be left in the street or to 
be parked at ground level, multi-storey 
garage accommodation is essential. It may 
be expedient for the national and local 
authorities to subsidise such garages in 
order to encourage customers to spend 
their money in the city, or even work there. 

But it should be recognised that, in spite 
of the success in bringing down capital 
costs of parking garages, in a prosperous 
area it will always be more profitable to 
build for uses other than for accommo- 
dating cars. Unless decisions about car 
space are taken with rentability as only 
one among several factors to consider, 
cities may attract for a time many build- 
ings but increasingly fewer people. Build- 
ings have a value because people find a 
use for them. Obstruct the ability to enjoy 
easy access to them and people will give up 
using them. 

There is bound to be a good deal of 
room for public transport, as many people, 
probably most people in the larger cities, 
will prefer to leave their cars near a train 
or bus station in the outskirts and con- 
tinue the journey by public transport. But 
this will naturally be dependent on the 
provision of adequate car parking or garage 
accommodation at railway and bus stations 
in the commuter zone. In the longer run, 
of course, the objective is to have more 
people living in the centre—such as with 
the Barbican scheme—and to reduce the 
movement from circumference to centre 
and back of a predominantly diurnal popu- 
lation. 

It is conceivable, furthermore, that not 
many years will pass before changes begin 
to occur in working habits. The tendency 
is for there to be an increasing proportion 
of capital for each person employed, 
whether they be factory or office workers, 
while at the same time there is a move- 
ment towards ever shorter working hours. 
To secure the maximum advantages for a 
high level of investment, capital assets 
must be operated intensively. Instead of 
these resources being used for only a few 
hours a day, five days a week, as is the 
case at present, there could perhaps arise 
a wider adoption of two-shift daily work- 
ing, with movable “weekends.” From 
the traffic aspect alone, whether of private 
or public transport, a greater spread of 
hours would certainly be to the general 
advantage. 

Sometimes it is alleged that urban 
motorways have not cured traffic con- 
gestion in the United States, and the con- 
clusion is drawn that they are therefore 
not a cure. This is nonsense. If some 
urban motorways do not cure traffic con- 
gestion, the American approach, which is 
the correct one, is that this may prove 
only that in a particular city enough may 
not yet have been built. I do not wish 
to be misconstrued here as advocating 
“Los Angeles types” of cities. I am simply 
recording disagreement with those people 
who throw up their hands and say that if 
the present urban motorways have not 
cured traffic congestion in the United 
States, this shows there is no point in 
having them here. 

The vital point is, and this has been 
made often by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, that urban motorways 
are essentially part of the whole problem 
of urban redevelopment. And this, I sub- 
mit, does not in the least mean “destroying 
the soul of” or “tearing the heart out of” 
our cities, although such hyperboles are 
fashionable. 

Obviously substantial sums of money 
will be involved. It is not difficult to 
determine in whose interest such money 
will primarily be spent. First and fore- 
most, the motorist will benefit and a much 
greater proportion of the penal taxation 
he now pays—some £570m. in the current 
financial year — might reasonably be 
devoted to making cities fit for motorists. 
Already we have over 5,000,000 cars in 
the country. How long will it be before 
there are 10,000,000? As the number 
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increases, so does Government revenue, 
thereby making it easier to contribute 
towards a renaissance of towns and cities. 

Secondly, the cities obviously benefit 
from not being deserted and dying. This 
applies to the whole civic community; the 
city authorities do not want a fall in 
rateable values; the shops and purveyors of 
entertainment do not want a continually 
dwindling turnover; the ordinary man who 
continues to live within the city limits 
does not want to be deprived of his 
opportunity to work in the city. Finally 
the nation as a whole benefits by avoiding 
a situation of total urban splash. 


Present Crisis of Cities 


Urban centres have reached a point of 
crisis. For many years resort has been 
had to a great variety of palliatives—one 
way streets, synchronised traffic signals, 
prohibited parking along one side of some 
streets, parking meters, and so on. Most 
of them, in their way, are effective, and in 
present conditions necessary, but none of 
them goes to the heart of the matter. 

Traffic engineering is only just beginning 
in this country as a specialist activity. I 
have no doubt that careful investigations 
made by traffic engineers will show that 
there is scope for considerable ingenuity 
in making urban streets carry much greater 
volumes of traffic. Anything which they 
may do to reduce the toll of accidents on 
urban roads as well will be most welcome. 
But of itself traffic engineering can do 
nothing towards the fundamental problem 
of attracting more people to live in and 
around the city centres. 

The danger will be that some people 
may come to think of traffic engineering 
as a “gimmick” which will serve as a 
substitute for building new urban motor- 
ways and for a comprehensive policy of 
urban renewal. Roads which slice “like 
knives” through the neighbourhood in 
which a man lives, naturally make little 
appeal. The objective must be to make 
cities and towns physically attractive as 
well as economically efficient. 

A major part of the products of industry 
are manufactured and consumed in urban 
areas, and their costs of distribution suffer 
from the inadequacy of urban roads and 
the consequent waste or loss caused by 
congestion. 

The business interest, however, is only 
one of the many interests needed for the 
combined operation of renewing urban 
areas. Others include town planners, engi- 
neers, architects, government officials and 
economists, as well as people not pro- 
fessionally connected with the problem. 


Reconstruction of Urban Centres 


In the United States some of the large 
cities such as Pittsburgh, St. Louis, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago have 
been very actively reconstructing their 
central areas. In seven years Pittsburgh 
has been very largely remodelled. Boston, 
with a population in the city itself of 
1,000,000 has, in desperation, undertaken 
a spectacular urban development pro- 
gramme amounting to half a_ billion 
dollars (£180m.) of both public and private 
investment in order to revive the economic 
life of the city, and halt the business 
decline which has slowed down develop- 
ment within the city in the past 10 years. 
In Columbus, Ohio, with a metropolitan 
population of some 685,000, a total of 
£100m. has been invested in urban 
development over the last 15 years. 

These American projects owe their 
success to the combination of citizens who 
joined together for the purpose of solving 
what often originally appeared as insoluble 
problems. They persevered and triumphed. 
And the mayor of Philadephia confidently 
exclaimed, “Every problem we have, we 
can lick. It takes time, money and 
patience—that’s all.” 

It is this confident attitude which I 
should like to have echoed in this country. 
We cannot go on discussing the problems 
of urban areas rather in the same way that 
the perennial difficulties of adolescence 
may be discussed—“It is all very tiresome 
but we must simply wait for the day when 
they will grow out of this stage.” 
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What I envisage as happening ip. 
creasingly in our cities is something not 
unlike the American pattern. Wherever 
large-scale reconstruction of urban areas 
becomes essential, group studies might, 
perhaps, be undertaken, first to assemble 
and analyse all the facts, and then to out. 
line redevelopment plans which could be 
subsequently prepared in detail. In q 
word, put major urban planning on a 
community basis. 

In his presidential address to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects last Novem- 
ber, Basil Spence declared, “We are 
probably entering one of the most exciting 
periods as far as construction is concerned 
5 ” as, indeed, it will be, given the 
opportunity to revive our cities. 

Each area presents its own _ special 
problems and needs its own special solu. 
tions, with scope for infinite variety, 
Everywhere both public and private build. 
ing must play their parts. As well as 
new urban motorways, there are the 
pedestrians to be catered for with subways 
or overhead walkways, and every facet of 
human activity from where to buy food 
in perhaps special shopping precincts to 
where to hang the laundry. Controversy 
over this or that particular project would 
become the stimulus to even keener 
endeavour. New inventions, especially of 
transport, would need investigation in 
relation to local needs, such as_air- 
trains using the monorail principle, 
hovercraft, or air-commuter aircraft. New 
materials and new buildings techniques 
could be tried out. Each area would 
re-assert its faith in itself, symbolised per- 
haps by the line from Shakespeare's 
“Henry V,” “Singing masons building 
roofs of gold.” 

People like to see buildings grow, as 
constructors know by providing observa- 
tion platforms. Given an impetus, urban 
renewal will arouse their interest and 
pride and rapidly gain their support. 

What is needed is leadership with con- 
viction and the courage to set the example 
of urban renewal, in which motorways and 
parking garages form integral parts, un- 
deterred by setbacks and_ occasional 
mistakes. 

Thorough surveys of traffic must be very 
high on the list of preliminary investiga- 
tiong into the nature of the problem of 
each urban area. At the present time 
there can be very few towns in Britain 
which can claim to know just where their 
traffic has come from or where it is going 
to, as is commonplace for example in most 
large German towns. Unless this has been 
done, one cannot be sure that the layout 
of streets in most town plans is appropriate. 
Such surveys are often elaborate exercises 
but, unless carried out in advance of 
development plans, very large sums of 
money may, of course, be spent fruitlessly. 


300-YEAR-OLD CITY TOWER 
TO GO 


Parliamentary powers are to be sought 
by the City of London Corporation for the 
demolition of the tower of the seventeenth 
century St. Alban’s Church at Wood Street, 
London, E.C. 

This decision by the Court of Common 
Council follows an undertaking given five 
years ago by the Corporation to preserve 
the tower as a building of historic and 
architectural interest. The situation has 
now changed, reports the Town Planning 
Committee, with the necessity of widening 
Wood Street as the only road giving access 
from Gresham Street to London Wall.

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BUILDING PRODUCTIVITY: MINISTER ON 


CHALLENGE FACING THE INDUSTRY 


PEAKING at the annual dinner of 
the Institute of Builders held in 
the Guildhall, London, last week, Sir 
David Eccles, Minister of Education, 
said that negotiations had now almost 
been concluded for the establishment 
jn London of a college where archi- 
tecture, quantity surveying, structural 
engineering and building could be 
taught under one roof to the higher 
academic levels. He was unable at this 
stage to announce details of the site 
and cost. 

The Minister, who was proposing the 
toast, “The Institute of Builders,” referred 
to the productivity challenge facing the 
building industry in the next 10 years. 
Looking back, he said had the Government 
done more to check inflation in general 
and had the building industry done more 
to improve its capacity it would not have 
been necessary to put the brake on so 
often or so soon. 

“It is a really remarkable fact that your 


economy has been expanding at 24 pet 
cent. compound interest over the decade 
in front of us? 

“Are you capable of meeting, with 
constant costs, that expansion in the 
volume of new construction; and I think 
I put it rather low, because you could 
make out a good case for saying that the 
richer the country gets, even faster must 
we have an increase in building. There 
is a danger that your industry could be 
itself the brake on the whole expansion 
of this country’s economy, unless manage- 
ment and training are rapidly and confi- 
dently improved. 


Government’s Responsibility 


“What can we do from our side of the 
Government? Of course, we have a 
responsibility, too, and I think there are 
probably three things which the Govern- 
ment ought to do to help you steadily to 
expand your capacity. 

“The first is, of course, that it is 
essential for a Government to manage skil- 
fully that very delicate balance between

manpower has remained stationary, a few 
thousand one side or the other, at a million 
and a half,’ he continued. “The count 
is taken each June, and it has remained 
almost stationary year in, year out, for 
quite a long time now. I am not saying 
it is wrong, but if the manpower remains 
stationary then it follows that the volume 
of new construction which you are able to 
perform with a stable manpower must 
increase year by year or it will not be 
possible to expand the economy as we 
want to. 


Productivity Must Rise 


“Therefore one reaches a very obvious 
conclusion. If the labour force is to be a 
million and a half, then it must be the 
productivity of the industry which must 
tise eaual to the demands of the kind of 
expansion that you and I know this 
country is capable of. Every year you 
must build more, and you must do it 
without increasing the unit costs, because, 
if they do increase, then they contribute 
to inflation; and the Government has to 
put the brake on inflation. That is our 
duty, and we cannot ignore it. 

“This, therefore, is the question I want 
to leave in your minds. Have you calcu- 
lated and have you faced up to what the 
volume of new construction will have to 
be in, say, the year 1970, if the British 


inflation and deflation so that there is 
continuity. That is the first thing. 

“The second thing a Government can 
do is to plan its own investment rather 
further ahead. I hope you will think that 
has been done in the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, starting with the technical college 
programme and now with the _ schools. 
Such forward planning, getting rid of that 
awful annual programme which was, I 
think, a bad thing from the point of view 
of efficient work, is a good thing to do; 
and whereas now it is a two-year pro- 
gramme, I hope we shall go to a three-year 
programme for schools as well as colleges, 
because it helps you to know what is 
coming in making your dispositions. 

“Thirdly, we can join with you in any 
way we can to promote better education 
and training for your industry. 

“But I do say this. All that we can do 
from our side of the Government will be 
a failure as far as building is concerned 
unless we can persuade you to share our 
confidence in the expansionist power of 
this British economy over the next decade. 
You must feel that confidence, or I think 
you yourselves will not make the disposi- 
tions which are necessary. 

“I think there are good prospects now 
in front of us, if we can really make a 
big advance in the next few years on the 
educational side of building; and, if you 
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will, I beg you to do this. Just take what 
was the volume of new construction in the 
last year of the fifties, 1959, and project 
yourselves with care and think what it has 
got to be in the last year of the sixties, if 
we are all to realise our hopes. Really, you 
have a wonderful future in front of you, 
one which should give you that self- 
confidence which would mean, I think, 
that the industry went ahead and expanded 
its capacity, as we all in the Government 
want it to do.” 


Gratifying Response 


Replying to the toast, Mr. G. O. Swayne, 
O.B.E., president, said that during the past 
two or three years the Institute had 
demonstrated anew its consciousness of its 
great trust and responsibility. Responding 
to an insistent demand both from within 
its own ranks and from industrial, educa- 
tional and journalistic well-wishers, it had 
instituted wide revivalist reforms, but, 
significantly, its name, its aims and objects 
remained unchanged. It was still the 
Institute of Builders, but its professional 
corporate membership had been broadened 
to include, as Fellows ot Associates, those 
engaged in building practice, in teaching 
building subjects or in building research. 

As a natural consequence it had recently 
published, for thoughtful comment, its 
revised examination structure and_ sylla- 
buses, the main intentions of which 
were to give greater prominence to the 
importance of modern management 
techniques, and to encourage a change of 
emphasis from a somewhat narrow study 
of the details of construction to a broader 
appreciation of the technology of building. 

It was very pleasing for him to be able 
to announce that they had had a most 
gratifying and almost overwhelming 
response to their invitation for comment 
on the proposals. In addition to com- 
ments from their own members, letters 
had been received from educationalists 
throughout the United Kingdom and over- 
seas, from the Building Research Station, 
from the technical Press and frdém their 
own National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. He was proud to say 
that almost without exception their general 
proposals had been welcomed and 
applauded, and detailed criticism had 
been notably constructive. 

It was now the task of the Examinations 
Planning Committee to analyse and sum- 
marise these comments and to make final 
recommendations to the Council of the 
Institute. To this Committee also fell 
the somewhat unenviable duty of 
recommending the extent to which it might 
be advisable initially to grant exemptions 
to the holders of recognised external 
examination diplomas or membership 
qualifications of kindred institutions. 

All their schemes for the improvement 
and development of building education 
would not flourish, however, unless and 
until the architectural profession, local 
authorities and the general building public 
——but particularly the architectural pro- 
fession—were persuaded that it was in the 
interests of its clients for the Institute of 
Builders’ qualifications to be accorded the 
recognition they desired as a measure of 
competence to practise building. 

Since its incorporation, the policies of 
the Institute had been based on what had 
been described as “the general building 
contractor” system, a system which he 
thought emerged in the early Victorian 
era. Believing this system still to be the 
most efficient and economic in the interests 
of the building owner, whether public or 
private, the Institute’s revised examination 
structure had been based on the continued 
acceptance of this principle. 

The toast of “The Guests” was proposed 
by Mr. N. Stanley Farrow, M.B.E., the 
responses being made by Sir Charles 
Wheeler, President of the Royal Academy, 
and Sir Dermot Boyle, Chief of Air Staff.

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TACK COATS: A SUCCESSFUL APPLICATION 


FOR BITUMEN EMULSIONS 


NE of the most successful applica- 
O tions for bitumen emulsions is 
as a tack coat under all types of coated 
stone used on road surfaces. Failures 
are rare, but in order that consistently 
successful results may be obtained with 
tack coat bitumen emulsions, particu- 
jarly with the ever-increasing speed of 
laying due to the use of mechanical 
laying equipment, it is an advantage to 
understand their properties, and also 
the techniques found by experience to 
be best for dealing with the various 
conditions that arise on the road. _ 

The greater part of these notes applies to 
anionic emulsions which have been used for 
s0 many years, but the new cationic tack 
coat bitumen emulsions now available in 
this country counter many of the difficul- 
ties, and may well become the type used all 
the year round. 

The object of using a tack coat is to 
obtain an adhesive film on the road surface 
s0 that any coated macadam or asphalt 
carpet placed thereon bonds well with the 
old surface. It is clear that until this 
adhesive film is obtained the tack coat will 
not fulfill its proper function, and failure 
may result from movement of the material 
superimposed. When movement occurs, 
the tack coat is often blamed, when the 
real trouble is that the emulsion has not 
been allowed to “break” properly before 
laying the carpet, too thick a film has been 
applied or regard has not been paid to 
the effect of weather conditions. 


“Breaking” 


First, then, a note about the manner 
in which bitumen emulsions “break”? may 
be useful. By “breaking,” is meant change 
in the emulsion from the condition of finely 
divided particles of bitumen held dispersed 
in an emulsifier solution to the form in 
which these bitumen particles, due to loss 
of water, finally coalesce to form a 
coherent film. 

With anionic emulsions there are two 
stages in this process, the first being the 
production of a “cheesy” condition in 
which the bitumen has largely separated 
from the emulsifier solution, but is non- 
adhesive due to the presence of water. 
The condition is normally achieved in 
anything from a few minutes up to half 
an hour or more for a given emulsion, 
depending on weather conditions. When 
this stage has been reached, it is generaliy 
satisfactory to start applying the coated 
stone. This stage, as is well known, is 
indicated when the film of emulsion turns 
black. 

The second stage is the completion of 
the change from the “cheesy’ condition to 
the coherent and continuous film of 
adhesive bitumen, which may well take 
many hours to reach finality. During this 
Stage, the full strength of the adhesive 
bond is not present and, consequently, 
severe stresses set up by heavy traffic may 
tesult in movement of the carpet, particu- 
larly with thin carpets. Further, water 
from the emulsion may be trapped between 
the old road surface and the new layer, 
especially if the latter is dense textured. 

The water can remain for auite long 
Periods, particularly during the cooler 
months. When this water is trapped it 
will sometimes result in non-adhesion of 
the bitumen in the tack coat to one of 
the two surfaces involved (generally the 
old surface). Once the emulsion has 
broken substantially the risk is slight on 
an Open surface, provided the surface 
itself is not water saturated. 


Some Latitude 
It is clear that the specification for the 
bulk manufacture of emulsions cannot be 
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varied from minute to minute, but only 
seasonally, taking into consideration broad 
trends, such as the lowering of tempera- 
ture under winter conditions, as compared 
with the summer. As a result, some 
latitude must be accepted in regard to the 
length of time it takes for the emulsion 
to break. The most important of the local 
conditions affecting rate of break are the 
temperature and humidity of the atmo- 
sphere; the higher the temperature and 
the lower the relative humidity, the more 
quickly will the emulsion break. Other 
factors affecting the rate of break are wind 
velocity, chemical and mechanical 
coagulation. 

The emulsion, therefore, is designed to 
break as quickly as possible under the 
average seasonal conditions prevailing, 
taking into consideration the somewhat 
incompatible fact that a good life in stor- 
age must be obtained. 

Under average conditions, no difficulty 
is experienced in achieving the required 
break and adhesive film, but occasionally 

particularly when damp conditions are 
encountered — dissatisfaction may be 
expressed with the results obtained. It 
is necessary, therefore, under bad condi- 
tions, to exercise particular care in the 
grade used and in the application rate. 
Both with anionic and cationic emulsions 
it is bad practice to apply them to a water- 
saturated surface. 

Damp, even wet surfaces, providing the 
emulsion is allowed to break before laying 
the coated stone, are satisfactory, but, 
particularly when the base surface is fine 
cold asphalt, conditions do arise when the 
surface is water saturated. If the water 
is sealed in under these conditions 
eventual expansion of the water can force 
the carpet off the old road surface so that 
crazing and pushing of the carpet occurs. 
If the aggregate used in the carpet is too 
soft to take the traffic, this movement will 
produce a mud between the carpet and the 
old surface. 


Should Be Sprayed 


If possible, tack coats should always be 
sprayed, and as thinly as possible to avoid 
ponding, but although 10 to 15 square 
yards per gallon is the usual recommenda- 
tion, heavier treatment will be necessary 
on open surfaces. Provided the correct 
nozzle, etc., is used, there should be no 
difficulty in obtaining an application rate 
of 15 square yards per gallon of emulsion 
if required. 

Where conditions are bad, i.e., high 
humidity, low temperature, still air, then 
it is much better to use the 55 per cent. 
bitumen grade, rather than the more usual 
30 per cent. bitumen grade, again spraying 
as thinly as possible, since less water will 
have to be disposed of before setting is 
complete. On the other hand, the use of 
cationic tack coat emulsion will counter 
many of these difficulties and will be found 
effective in both summer and winter, 
except, of course, under freezing condi- 
tions, ice and snow. 

If application by hand is unavoidable, 
then the emulsion should be pulled out as 
much as possible with broom or squeegee, 
but it is difficult to obtain the rate men- 
tioned above by this method. 

Where areas of larger size are being 
treated, for example when carpets are being 
laid by machine, it will be found that 
better results will generally be obtained if 
the area is sprayed a day or two before 
the laving commences, blinding the sprayed 
surface lightly with coated grit at about 
500 yd. super./ton, to prevent pick-up or 
slipperiness. Using this technique, the 
spreader laying the carpet can work along 
the road without spoiling the bitumen film 
in the path of its tracks, and immediate 
adhesion of the new surfacing to the old 
will be obtained even where cold or only 
slightly warm materials are being laid. 

If the size of the job permits, that is 
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over 15,000 square yards, it is best to 
have the emulsion applied to the road by 
bulk Spraymachine in order to obtain the 
benefit of the great improvement in the 
evenness of the distribution and the 
exactitude of the rate of spread of the 
emulsion thereby made possible. In other 
cases the emulsion should be sprayed by 
hand sprayer as evenly and thinly as 
possible, employing the small nozzle cap 
usually supplied with the machine. 

In cases where it is necessary to tack 
coat immediately in front of laying opera- 
tions, e.g., patching, most of which is done 
in the cooler months, often under condi- 
tions of high humidity, better results can 
be obtained by using 55 per cent. bitumen 
grade, but cationic emulsion specially pre- 
pared for tack coating is preferable again 
spread as thinly as possible. 


Different Kinds of Material 


Regarding the different kinds of road 
material, the approach should be as out- 
lined above, but a few remarks on each 
kind of material are given below. 

Hot-rolled asphalt is often laid direct 
on a fresh unbroken tack coat, the idea 
being that the large amount of heat in 
the asphalt will evaporate the water 
quickly from the tack coat. While more 
often than not this method is successful, 
nevertheless the water is largely sealed into 
the body of the asphalt as it is a very 
dense material and, where the layer of 
asphalt applied is thin, may lead to crack- 
ing difficulties afterwards. The more rapid 
break of cationic emulsion, with the 
emulsifier acting as a wetting/adhesive 
agent, is a help in this case. 

As mentioned earlier, the same danger 
of sealing in the water can be observed 
where cold asphalt is used, and here the 
risk of failure is very much greater if the 
tack coat is improperly used, because of 
the extreme thinness at which the material 
is often laid and the smaller stresses from 
above required to move the surfacing 
where it is not well anchored to the base. 
It is sometimes noticed, for example, that 
surface dressing will strip completely on 
areas of cold asphalt patching. This is 
probably due to the cold asphalt patch 
never having adhered properly to the old 
road, or to the fine cold asphalt being 
already saturated with water. 

A technique sometimes found very 
convenient for dealing with minor 
irregularities and cracking of the old road 
is to apply in place of fine cold asphalt 
55 per cent. or 62 per cent. bitumen 
emulsion and grit, with jin. stone of a kind 
as found convenient. Then, when the area 
is surfaced, not only can the type of failure 
noted above be completely avoided, but 
there is very little risk of bleeding. The 
latter trouble can arise from the submerg- 
ing of the chips used for surface dressing 
into a comparatively soft, cold asphalt 
patch causing the binder used in the sur, 
face dressing operation to well over the 
top of the chippings. 

Where, however, cold asphalt is used 
for this patching work, provided the 
techniques given above are observed, the 
risk of failure should be negligible. 


Less Risk of Sealing 


Turning to bitumen macadam, the risk 
of sealing water inio the base is less than 
with the more dense types of mix because 
of the more open texture of this material. 
Nevertheless, the small sizes, say, Hin. 
toppings, give a closely textured surface, 
and the remarks concerning dense material 
apply. In addition, the stresses from above 
required to produce movement are con- 
siderably less than with hot-rolled asphalt. 
Consequently, the same care should be 
exercised in the use of tack coats as 
detailed previously. 

Cationic emulsions have properties 
somewhat different from the well-known 
anionic emulsions that have been on the 
market for so long. The dispersed binder 
in these emulsions is attracted by the road 
surface to which it rapidly adheres, and 
this property asserts itself even if the road 
is wet. In fact, the binder can be 
deposited on the road through a visible

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Talking of Safety 
b 


A DULL walk through the streets can 

often be made interesting, and 
even instructive, by studying the many 
varieties of scaffolding on view. The 
most rewarding pastime is “spotting the 
faults,” and with a little practice it will 
be found that the critical faculties grow 
sharper, and that in the course of our 
walks round our own sites, mistakes 
become more glaringly obvious. 

It is possible, of course, for criticism 
to degenerate into mere carping; neverthe- 
less, a fault in scaffolding usually involves 
a breach of the Building Regulations, and 
it is of paramount importance that the 
user of the scaffold ensures that the sus- 
pected fault is examined as a matter of 
urgency, even though no imminent danger 
is apparent. 

A few weeks ago I came across a putlog 
scaffold which had staried very badly. The 
footings were inadequate; the uprights 
were out of line, and they were inclined in 
the wrong direction—outwards. Several 
days later I visited another job where a 
similar scaffold was being erected for a 
new building at a large industrial under- 
taking. The working platform was about 
20ft. high, and it was being used by a gang 
of bricklayers. Several stacks of bricks 
were Standing near the edge of the platform. 

As I approached the building with the 
charge-hand—a newcomer named O’Dwyer 
—I had a feeling that things were far from 
well, and a brief survey from ground level 
soon revealed the reasons. Pat O’Dwyer 
was a hard-working man, anxious to please, 
but with a very limited knowledge of the 
regulations, and with even less patience 
with what he knew. We each lit a cigarette, 
and stood looking at the job together. 

I gathered that Pat had been sent from 
another contract to take over from a 
foreman who had been taken ill. The 
scaffold was exactly as he found it when 
he arrived, and the three scaffolders were 
now working on another part of the site, 
until they were needed for the next lift. 
That let O’Dwyer out, of course! 

“This might be quite an interesting 
little exercise,” I said. ,“* Obviously, quite 
a few things must be done to put matters 
right.”

“T’m pleased to hear it. Suppose we 


make a list of the faults which we can see ° 


from here.” 

“ That’s a good idea. You start,” said Pat. 

I laughed. “All right; let’s begin by 
looking at the uprights. Bases O.K. Spacing 
satisfactory. Everything well braced. 
Ladders in good order. That brings us to 
the ledgers. What‘s wrong there?” 

Pat squinted along the lines of tubes. 

“T should say they’re out of level.” 

I nodded. “Correct. They should be 
kept as near as possible to the horizontal. 
Also those two ledgers have been brought 
together with a spigot midway between two 
uprights. That’s a weak spot; particularly 
where you have vertical loading. Now 
have a look at the putlogs. Several of them 
aren’t driven far enough into the wall. 
and here’s a bad feature. Some of the 
boards overlap, because there is only a 
single putlog at the ends. That produces 
an obstruction, and sooner or later some- 
one will trip over it. Apart from that, 
the platform is very good, and wide enough 
as well, with four boards.” 

“Would that be regulation width?” 

“It’s more than the regulation width 
for an ordinary working platform when 
material is deposited on it. For that 
purpose, the minimum would be 34in. wide 
but we make four or five boards our rule 
for this type of work. Now have a look 
at the guard rails. See anything wrong with 
them?” 

“If you mean the height above the plat- 
form—lI've checked that. Three feet, as 
near as dead,” said Pat. 

“That’s good. Unfortunately a few of 
them are connected to the outside of the 
uprights instead of to the inside. Those 
will have to be changed. I’m glad to see 
your toe-boards are fitted along the edges 
of the gangways, but surely you haven't 
allowed for the height of the stacks? You 
see, toe-boards have to do two jobs. They 
must help to prevent persons from falling 
off the edges of platforms, and—according 
to regulation 24—they must also stop tools 
and materials from falling. And that in- 
cludes bricks.” 

“* And how would a nine-inch board keep 
a three foot stack from overturning?” Pat 
demanded. 

“It wouldn't. But if there’s any possi- 
bility of bricks getting knocked off the 
platform, you must increase the height of 
the toe-board to the top of the stack. You 
can do that by filling-in the space between 
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the present toe-board and the guard rajj 
with corrugated sheets, or even chicken 
wire, provided it’s properly secured.” 

“ And does the regulation still call it g 
toe-board?” asked Pat. 

“Yes, now you come to mention it, | 
suppose it does.” 

“T always thought them regulations was 
crazy,” said Pat. 

But we soon got the erring scaffolders 
back and had the mistakes put right. 
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(Concluded from previous page) 
water layer, and when the water subse. 
quently dries off, the road surface will be 
found to have a veneer of binder of regular 
thickness deposited on it. It is not recom. 
mended that these properties be abused 
or that work be carried on in torrential 
rain, although, on occasion, successful 
results have been achieved under such 
abnormal conditions. 

On large areas, such as aerodromes, tack 
coating can proceed in uncertain weather 
conditions so that as soon as the rain has 
dried off the surface, the carpet can be 
laid, since the tack coat will not have been 
lost and will not have to be repeated, 

In addition to this advantage, the de- 
posited binder will contain a wetting agent 
to aid adhesion, and even if circumstances 
make it necessary for the carpet to be laid 
on a surface wetted by rain, adhesion will 
develop with the return of dry, warm 
weather. Again, this is a procedure that 
is mot recommended except under 
conditions where it is unavoidable and, 
under these circumstances, the carpet must 
be stiff enough not to push or deform 
under traffic in warm weather as stresses 
can be developed beyond the strength of 
the tack coat. 

The deposition of binder from cationic 
emulsions on to surfaces to which they 
are applied is a rapid process, and this 
deposit becomes permanent and unaffected 
by rain in a few minutes. 


Effectiveness Proved 


When cationic tack coats were first 
introduced, they were somewhat experi- 
mental, but the more they are used the 
more effective they prove to be. Those 
who have considerable experience of their 
effectiveness have standardised on them 
for use the whole year around. The slight 
extra cost is negligible at the rate of 
coverage used for tack coating. 

Summing up, therefore, it has been 
proved that bitumen emulsion is the only 
possible tack coat material, but, knowing 
the necessity for improving the product to 
meet modern road-making techniques the 
industry has developed an_ emulsion 
specially designed for the job. It was 
inevitable that this development should be 
based on the new principle of cationic 
emulsions as opposed to the old anionic 
type.

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ESSO PLAN 70-MILE CHEMICAL 
PIPELINE 


SSO PETROLEUM COMPANY have 
concluded an agreement with 
Imperial Chemical Industries for the 
supply of ethylene direct from the Esso 
refinery at Fawley to the new Severn- 
side works of I.C.I. in South Gloucester- 
shire. 

Permission is now being sought from the 
appropriate authorities to lay a pipeline 
between Fawley and Severnside which is 
estimated to cost about £800,000. The 
pipeline would be the first of its kind in 
Great Britain to link physically an oil 
refinery and a large chemical plant, more 
than 70 miles apart, for the direct supply 
of intermediate raw materials. 

The pipeline would be buried to a mini- 
mum depth of 2ft. 6in. and its route 
would cross several railways, roads, rivers 
and canals. It would be of welded con- 
struction and fully protected against corro- 
sion. It is hoped that construction will 
commence towards the end of the year, 
and be completed by the end of 1961. 


Fawley Expansion 


To supply ethylene to I.C.I. at Severn- 
side, and to meet increasing demands for 
other additional feedstocks, the £10m. 
chemicals plant at the Esso Refinery, 
Fawley, which was opened by Lord Mills in 
December, 1958, when he was Minister of 
Power, will be expanded. This will in- 
volve an additional capital investment of 
£54m. Construction of this new plant, 
which will include another steam cracker, 
is expected to start soon and to be com- 
pleted by next year. 


ELECTRICITY IN THE HOME 


The freedom of planning which electric 
floor warming gives was one of the points 
emphasised by the Electrical Development 
Association in its recent evidence to the 
Sub-Committee on Housing Standards of 
the Central Housing Advisory Committee 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. The Association also called 
attention to the “meagre electrical 
facilities” provided in flats and small houses 
today and suggested that 26 power points 
(socket outlets) are required for a five- 
room house. 


£15M. REBUILDING 
PROGRAMME 


Boots the Chemists have announced that 
they plan to spend between £10m. and 
£15m. over the next five years in refitting 
and rebuilding many of their 1,300 shops. 
Some 65 shops are to be rebuilt in the 
coming financial year at a cost of £2m. 


BOOTS’ 
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HUNTERSTON PRESSURE- 
VESSEL LIFTS 
Making Up for Lost Time 


FOLLOWING the full resumption of 
operations on the Hunterston 
Nuclear Power Station site, an en- 
couraging start has been made towards 
achieving a higher production rate on 
the pressure-vessel construction and 
other steel fabrication that has been 
held up for so long. 

One of the first achievements was the 
successful turning over and lifting into the 
biological shield of the complete bottom 
head and support course of the 3in. thick 
steel pressure vessel for reactor A. This 
has been followed in the last few days by 
the 70ft. diameter third course. 

The lifting of the bottom head and 
support course as a single unit demon- 
strated not only the lifting capacity of 
the Goliath crane, but also the precision 
of its control. The unit, with its lifting 
beams, weighed 320 tons, and it has an 
overall diameter of 66ft. Welded on the 
outside, on a pitch-circle diameter of 62ft., 
are 120 slotted gusset plates, and the unit 
had to be positioned so that these slots 
would fit smoothly over the outer skirt 
which was already in position inside the 
reactor vault. Only 1/32in. clearance was 
available in each slot. 

The bottom head had been welded in an 
inverted position on the special prefabri- 
cation area between the steam-raising-unit 
fabrication workshop and reactor B. It 
had then been lifted on to the completed 
support course, the two welded together, 
the gusset plates attached, and the slots 
accurately cut. Most of this had been done 
when work was suspended last September. 

Very shortly after work on this part of 
the contract had started again, the com- 
plete unit was turned over by the Goliath 
crane. A few days later, when weather 
conditions were suitable, it was lifted by 
the crane, carried over the partly finished 
structure of reactor B, and lowered into 
place on the outer skirt inside the biolo- 
gical shield of reactor A. This operation 
was completed in about two hours. 

Welding of the gussets to the outer 
skirt was then begun, and following com- 
pletion of this the next course, weighing 
240 tons, was lifted into position. 

The success of these operations, it is 
stated, is an indication of the efforts being 
made to make up for some of the time lost 
last year. Over 500 men are now working 
again on site for the Motherwell Bridge 
and Engineering Company, and three shifts 
a day are being worked. 

The main contractor for the Hunterston 
project, which is being built for the South 
of Scotland Eelectricity Board, is The 
General Electric Co., Ltd. (member of the 
G.E.C.—Simon-Carves Atomic Energy 
Group).

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STEEL PRODUCTION REACHES 
NEW RECORD 


TEEL production in January reached 

a new record at an average weekly 

rate of 471,400 tons compared with the 

previous highest rate of 458,600 tons in 

November, 1959, and with 356,900 tons in 
January, 1959. 

After allowing for the normal annual 
holidays, it is estimated that production 
in January was at an annual rate of 23.6m. 
tons or about 17 per cent. above output 
in 1959. For 1960 as a whole, production 
is expected to be about 24m. tons or 20 
per cent. higher than in 1959. 

Of the expected increase in home steel 
demand during 1960, it is estimated that 
about half will come from increased con- 
sumption and half from a change from a 
running down to a building up of pro- 
ducers’ and consumers’ stocks. 

Preliminary figures suggest that the 
general run down in consumers’ stocks 
which started in the second quarter of 
1958 ceased during the last quarter of 
1959. Stocks at the end of the quarter 
showed little change in total compared 
with those at the end of the preceding 
quarter. Stocks held by the nationalised 
industries were lower, but stocks in the 
private sector were rising. 


SAFETY TRAINING IN CIVIL 
ENGINEERING 


The following statement was issued 
recently by the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors: 

The public attention drawn to the 
dangers of civil engineering work by the 
Barton bridge accident and the jury’s 
recommendations for a code of safety 
regulations is emphasised by the industry’s 
own drive in the promotion of safety 
through its special training courses. 

These were set up last year and 
have been so successful that a new course, 
for Merseyside, is being added this year 
to those already being held at Enfield and 
Birmingham, while negotiations are in hand 
to establish further courses in Scotland 
and South Wales, 

The Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors, who sponsors the courses in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Labour 
and local safety groups, has directed the 
syllabus particularly to “key personnel” 
in safety, that is, to the supervisory grades 
down to the level of ganger and to young 
engineers. Subjects dealt with include 
causes of accidents, site tidiness, excava- 
tions and earthworks, staging, electricity, 
lifting and carrying, and the cost of acci- 
dents. Lecturers are drawn from the 
Factory Inspectorate of the Ministry of 
Labour, from the industry and from the 
Electricity Council.
